Men naturally are not open 
to conviction, and averse to reproof, through 
whatever medium it may be conveyed, and 
whatever instrument may be chosen to in- 
struct- yet -all acknowledge their fallibility, 
when you question^ and humiliatingly confess;

Lord, shall the righteous suffer from the oppres- 
sion of the wicked and thy children weep over 
the transgressions of this people? At another 
time is presented to my view the beggar wand- 
ering through the streets, endeavoring to move 
the sympathies of his fellow mortal by the woe- 
beaten and dejected countenance, \vhile his tat- 
tered garments would evince to the beholder 
his miserable situation, whilst perhaps he may 
have hoarded up in the miser's coffer a con- 
siderable sum of that glittering coin which is a 
defence to man in a temporal point of view, and 
through which medium the necessaries of lifci 
may be amply supplied; but we should not 
form our opinion too precipitately or judge too 
harshly, for we may be mistaken, and suffer-, 
ing necessity may require the hand of charity; 
for it is better that ninety and nine imposi- 
tions should be practised than that one of the 
little ones, or him that needeth our succour 
should be-turned empty away. It will not be 
sufficient fop us to say, be ye warmed, fed and 
clothed, while we refuse to accomplish the pur-. . 



by the use of proper means ; but some will 
say he js an athletic man and as able 'to pro- 
yide forhimself as others. If that be the fact and 
there be no decripitancy existing, we^should 
never nurture sloth or indolence by our alms; 
but rather encourage industry and economy, by 
procuring for that individual or, individuals 
some employment; for where oppression and 
poverty is the offspringt>f idleness and vice, 
it would be highly imprudent instead of extin- 
guishing the flame to add new fuel; but man is 
too generally prone either through avarice or 
sordid self-interest to withhold the hand of char- 
ity when most needed, and overstep the bounds 
of Christian philanthropy. Yes self-denial is 
hard to be practiced by many by some not 
at all; and when' questioned closely will admit it 
to be erroneously penurious; but notwithstand- 
ing, to smooth its external surface as much as 
possible, call in the aid of Mr. Prejudice, who 
is a mighty man, and by his preconceived opinr 
ion covers with darkness all the good d^fas of 
Mr. Self-denial, and even is so bold as to. assort 
that, by his illicit profusion he erects^an edifice - 
in which vagrancy is educated, an^T thereby 
through his unlimited prepossession v induces 
others to become as narrow and contracted.^jh?: 
their opinions and- pursuits as himself^^hieW .. 
vastly curtails that fund which njight' be ad^- 
vantageously dispensed in^lheschg^of charity; 
but here steps Jn another person who 7 probably 
esteems himself a good man he hasnever murr 
dered-i-he has never stole he lias never de? 
fraijded his .neighborr he yisit^Diot the housif 
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of prostitution he deals honestly with all. men; 
he attends upon the ordinances of God: takes 
not his name in vain endeavors to keep. holy 
the Sabbath, and may be considered a morally; 
self-righteous man, and thinks himself as good 
as any man, saint or sinner, and is almost per- 
suaded to become a Christian, but the shouts of 
Heaven born souls are considered as fanaticism, 
and the effects of the love of God shed abroad 
in the heart, are called animal feeling; but it can- 
not be possible that after all those mortifications 
that this man has a principle implanted within 
that can feel pain and conceive malignity at 
the sight of excellence or happiness in another; 
surely this, man cannot be a Christian whatever 
may be his pretensions; for there is such a thing 
as a man being moral without being religious; 
but a man cannot be religious without being 
moral. Yes, niy soul, there are many even in 
this time, who have no good in themselves and 
think every bocly else of a similar stamp. Such 
characters I would rank under the head of en- 
vy, which destructive principle to society can- 
not dwell in the bosom of a Christian; for wher- 
ever it may be found there is strife and every 
evil work. Yes 'Solomon, thou hast said that a 
Sound .heart is the life of the flesh, but envy the 
rottenness of the bones; O may I ever be on my 
Tvatchtower and suffer nothing to possess this 
heart that would defile the temple of the Holy 
Ghost! but exercise that charity toward my 
fellow creatures, which suffereth long and-is

fenot puffed up which doth not behave itself 1 



unseemly seeketh not her own 4s not easily 
provoked- thinketh no evil- rejoiceth hot in 
iniquity, but rejoJceth in the truth beareth all 
things believeth all things endureth all things, 
for though I bestow all my goods to feed the poor 
and give my body to be burned, and have not this 
charity which is love to God and man, it profit- 
eth me nothing. 



MEDITATION II 

How prone is man to disbelieve what he can- 
not comprehend, and from thence ^Jraw unjust 
inferences; but this prepossession should not be 
carried to such an extent as to involve his best 
interests in the question, and thereby discredit 
those truths which were solely intended for his 
temporal and eternal welfare. Man in the de- 
termination of his conclusions is frequently in- 
consistent in himself, and actually by such a 
course comes in contact with facts he sees, feels 
and knows to exist by actual sensation. Man 
cannot comprehend his own existence, yet can- 
not upon just grounds doubt it; for he knows he 
has the constituents of perfect life, spc^ ; as 
thought, sensation, and. motion. The^ are5 
many things in material nature weitftnfi^<com- 
prehend, though^we know ; they'do exist; then is 
it not unpbilosophical and unreasonable in the 
highjest degree to believe only what we;can 
comprehend, for by such a course we say we do 

ist and argue we do not. Ho w, unreasonable 



then must it be to doubt the eternal existence 
..our immaterial, when we cannotfathom the pro- 
fundity of our material nature. . That the soul 
is immortal all nature speaks aloud, and the 
sacred volume of divide truth inevitably con- 
firms. It is true we cannot define the soul as 
to its essence, nor can we desscribe it only as 
to its operations. There have been various opin- 
ions upon this subject; some have supposed, for 
instance the IJpicuri.ans, that the substance of - 
^the soul was a subtle air, composed of atoms 
or primitive corpuscles; while the stoics main- 
tained it was a flame .or, portion of Heavenly 
light, whereas the Cartisahs make thinking the 
essence of the soul ; others hold man is endow- 
ed with three kinds of souls, viz: the rational, 
which is purely spiritual, and infused by the im- 
; mediate inspiration of God ; the irrational or., 
sensitive, which being common to man and 
,:brutes, is supposed to he formed of the elements; 
'and last, the vegetative soul, ..or principle of 
growth and nutrition, as the first is of under- 
standing, and the second of animal life. As to 
.the rational soul there can be no doubt but what 
it is simple, uncompounded, immaterial, without 
'fprm and not composed of matter; for it is im- 
"possible for matter to think and move, which the 
soul certainly does ; but some suppose mind and 
matter to be so indelibly connected that when 
one becomes extinct, jthe other also.becomes ex- 
tinct; but I am rather inclined to believe this ig 
an erroneous idea and will not comport with rear 
son or common sense; for. that which Kas co^ 
sciousness or perception must be immaterial aa4 



: fs'it possible for immateriality to be annihilated ; 
..nor will such position hold good in any light, for 
.-I consider thought independent of matter. 'Dr. 
Ferrier has proved by evidence not to be sha- 
ken, that every part of the brain has been injur- 
ed without affecting the act of thought, which 
.gives a vital stab to the doctrine of modern ma-, 
terialism and hurls the basis of its foundation to 
its original nothingness. It is somewhat singu- 
lar mankind will pay so dearly for vice, when it 
takes but little to support virtue ; however, many 
cannot bear the idea- of the immortality of the 
soul, and why so? Because if it be immortal. 
..it must stand or fall in futurity upon the piriri- 
ciples of merit or demerit, and this idea is op- 
. posed to carnal nature which rather than in- 
dulge a thought of that kind would prefer non- 
. entity; while there are others who having be- 
come reconciled to the majesty of Heaven and 
earth cannot harbor a thought the reverse of 
immortality, but with the most inconceivable 
^discontent. But, glorious heavenly thought, 
we are not bound down in .everlasting darkness 
.upon this most momentous of all subjects, but 
have the glorious tight of the Gospel which 
shines as in the face of Jesus and illuminates our 
.dark and benighted minds with life and' immor- 
tality through its refulgent beams. Yes, O my 
.soul, transcendent glorious heavenly news!-' 
The Lord himself shall descend from Heaven 
.'ivith a shout, 'with the voice of the Archangel, 
"sLittd witii the trump of God; and the dead in 
Christ shall rise first, and we which are alive 
nd remain, shall be caught up together with 



them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air; 
wherefore, comfort one another with these 
words ; while on the other side the inflexible 
justice of God requires of those who would not 
yield to his love to go away into everlasting 1 
punishment; but the righteous into life eternal. 
Can there be more indubitable proof of the im- 
mortality of the soul than is presented to our 
view in the word of the emaculate Qod ; but what 
is,the language of Jesus Christ the Lord of glory 
upon this interesting point ; is not his language 
to his disciples, fear not them which kill the 
body, but rather fear Him which is able to des- 
troy hoth soul and body in hell ; does he not say 
jn another place, I give them eternal life and 
they shall never perish, neither shall any man 
pluck them out of my hands. No my soul, no 
man shall pluck thee out of the hand of God, 
but thou mayest pluck thyself out of his hand 
and lose thy immortal soul; and is it not said in 
the book of Daniel that many of them that sleep 
in the dust of the earth shall awake, some to 
everlasting life, and some to shame and ever- 
lasting contempt. Such language carries with 
it the most convincing evidence of the immor- 
tality of the soul and the resurrection of the 
body; we might advance much logic upon this 
subject independent of the word of everlasting" 
truth, but the Bible being the man of counsel to 
the Christian, he should hold it more sacred than 
any other book, and form his opinions from it, 
independent of the expositions of any man; for 
if heJ>e taught by the Spirit he will understand 
those things appertaining to Christ, who hath 



abolished death that is, eternal death; and 
"hath brought life and immortality to light 
through the Gospel ; that is if we believe it, 
and Walk accordingly. -YesJ my soul, the re- 
surrection of the dead is a doctrine explicitly - 
taught in the eternal word; deprive theeof that 
hope and the diadem will be plucked from thy 
crown and thy brightest hopes prostrated; for 
without it the death of thy Saviour would be 
nugatory ; the promulgation of his Gospel vain : 
The pillars of thy foundation completely sapped 
and thy edifice erected upon the battlements of 
faith, totter and fall to rise no more ; but~thou 
need not he discouraged, for thou hast abundant 
evidence of this glorious truth; the ascension 
of thy bles&ed Jesus was witnessed by five hun- 
dred brethren, who gazed on him till infinite 
space stepped between and closed their view; 
and thou hath more reason and common sense 
than to believe the contradictory assertions of 
the enemies of this glorious personage, who to 
render of none effect the miraculous power of 
thy Saviour and palm a lie on his disciples, pro- 
mulgate they conveyed his body off while they, 
the guard, did sleep ; canst thou believe the 
testimony of men wrapped in oblivion's slum- 
liers ? how is it possible they could tals;e '.cogniz- 
ance of this matter while asleep ? Can^you not, 
-my brother in Christ, see depicted on the very 
countenance of such testimony, the most abso- 
lute contradiction and basest forgery? Either, 
says.St. Augustine, they were asleep or awake: 
if-they were awake, why should they suffer the 
-body to be taken away? if asleep, how could 



. now that the disciples took it away? ho\V 
dare they then depose -that it was.stolen? Yes, 
my soul, thou considerest such denial of the re- 
surrection of thy adorable Redeemer futile and' 
so inconsistent within itself as to rivet convic- 
tion of its fallacy in th mind of every reason- 
able and considerate man, who should not. mar- 
vel at my Saviour not being; held cap.tive by the 
tomb, for without defalcation he may rely there 
is an hour coming in the which all that are in 
the grave shall hear the voice of his excellent 
majesty, my Saviour, and shall come forth; they , 
that have done good, unto the resurrection^pf 
life; and they that have done evil, unto the Re- 
surrection of damnation; for if we believe that 
Jesus died and rose again, even so them also 
which sleep in Jesus will God bring with him. 
O glorious Heavenly thought! my bosom swells 
at' the idea; this inanimate clog of clay, will not 
one particle of it be lost, in the wreck of mat- 
ter and the crush of worlds. This mortal shall 
put on immortality, and this corruption shall put 
on interruption; it is sown a natural body : it 
will be raised a spiritual body . Me thinks in the 
earof faith I hear the sound of Gabriel with his 
frump: here comes my blessed Jesus to put it on 
afresh; ye dry bones that have long moulder- 
ed in your dusty bed be reunited one to the oth- 
er and receive your flesh : ye flesh be joined to 
flesh; ye sparkling eyes that once beamed with 
tenderness and affection and thought and feel- 
ing, both imparted and formed the sunshine of

of those who spend life's fleeting "moments at 
the card table, in the ball room, in the theatre, 
aind the tippling shop, who are frequently seen 
indulging to excess in the inebriating bowl, at 
last manifesting a bacchanalian wandering about 
the streets with tattered garments which have 
become filthy by their wallowing in the mire; 
f iew my soul, their bloated faces and thou iriy 
honor be not with them unitecf; nor listen to the ; 
language of their polluted lips. Ah me, it may 
fee while these unfortunate creatures are thas' 
exciting the disgust of many and the compas- 
sion of some, their lovely companions secreted 
in the bosom of solitude, may be weeping; over 
the ruras of their beloved husbands, who have 
broken their hearts and beggared their chil- 
dren. O my soul, let me learn virtue from' the 
vices of others ; let me ever w'eep at the tale 
of woe and as far as lieth in me extend the harid 
of succour to suflfering humanity. But to return

treatment^ and is it not reasonable to suppose 
they will have a state of reward hereafter; it 
is true that they cannot exercise themselves 
vocally, but their instinct is certainly great; as 
respects the senses, they have. equally as many 
as man, such as tasting, smelling, seeing, hear- 
ing and feeling; but their situation in futurity 
will be widely different to that of sinful and 
polluted man, who has the; ability through God, 
of accepting the proffers of his great salvation, 
the neglect of which will be to his everlasting 
and eternal banishment from all that is glorious 
and good, to forever partake of that cup which 
is ever kept full of the wrath of God.

MEDITATION XVI. 
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MARCH 14. 

This morning having recreated myself by 
visiting the neighboring woods in .order to ex- 
amine or explore the tericfer plants beneath my 
feetf that grow in this luxuriant soil, and try 
their disagreeable or pleasant qualities by bring- 
ing their roofs in contact with the nerves of my 
tongue ; some of which" were pungent and acrid ; 
others oleaginous and somewhat pleasant, in 
particular one th'at has received its^name from' 
Adam and Eve, owing to their being two pro- 
tuberances attached to its roots; one larger than 
and below the other; the leaf is about an inch: 
and a, half broad, and streaked parallel with 
its length, with white lines; it defies the cold 
and is generally to oe seen during the stormy 
blast of winter peeping its green head above 
the snow. Thus in my rambles through the 
wqods in a botanical point of view, in which I 
delight to see the tender bud peeping from the 
surface of the earth j and inhale the odours from 
those-flowers scattered here and there with wild 
indifference, though undiscovered care; Itho't 
of- a subject contained in the sacred oracles of 
divine truth, with a. considerable degree of' 
hesitancy, yet wonder; and whetheis it be con- 
sistent in a frail worm of the dust to indulge a 
thought upon so profound and mysterious a sub- 
ject or not, I am not fully prepared to answer 
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at this time, but ignorantly if it should be wrong, 
drop a few thoughts, upon; it; in the word of 
God we have an account of the -fall of man; how 
he fell, and the inducement or occasion of his 
fall, which was through the subtlety of theser? 
pent, the Prince of the power of the air, who 
dwelleth in the hearts of the children of diso- 
bedience; but. from whence did he receive his 
origin? O my soul, is it possible he was once 
an angel of light, and once enjoyed the favor of 
Jehovah,, and banqueted in all the smiles of the 
beatific presence of the infinite and incompre- 
hensible deity; and did he forfeit .the favor of 
his Creator ? Wonderous presumption, impe- 
rious pride, he rebelled against the; King of 
Kings and Lord of Lords, and was hurled from 
the golden battlements of Heaven with his host 
of infernals, down to the darkest shades of eter- 
nal night, reserved in chains until tfie judg- 
ment of the great day, when death and hell 
shall be cast into the lake of fire. But O my 
soul, how could rebellion take place in the fair, 
climes of never ending day where sin and sor-- 
row are not known; where all enjoy the full 
fruition of that love that hath no end; such 
knowledge is too deep for thee, O my soul; it 
surpasses the powers of human imagination and' 
thou canst not give one certain thought upon 
that awful fact. Thou knowest it is the-truth, 
and that is all thou canst surmise; thou art, my 
soul, far inferior to thy Creator and must ever 
be; thy capacity is-insufficient to scan the way s. 
of God; but thou mayest without : censure apt, 
ply and draw some beneficial conclusion from 
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it for thyself. If some of the shining retinue of 
v Jleaye'n forfeited the favor of their Sovereign, 
which they did, thou ought ever to be-;onr thy 
gtiJird here below, for thoumayest lose the grace 
6f God ; for thou art not more righteous or more 
holy, nor as much so as the cherubims and sera- 
phims of bliss; thou art created intelligence as 
well as they; for if they had a law to keep and * 
violated it in their estate, have I not a law to 
keep, and mayTnot violate it in my estate, 'not-. 
. Withstanding the intercession of Christ, and par- 
take of their curse ? for I am not upon a better 
foundation than angels. Although Christ has^di- 
edl have .to "stand or fall upon my own obedi- 
ence, as well as angels stood or fell upon their 
own bbedience; and have I not on sacred re- 
cord instances of my fellow mortals being once 
in the favor of God, but have lost it by disobe- 
dience, or why should we have so many cautions 
in God's word, if this thing be impossible?^ 
What is the 1 language of 'David, that man of 
God, to his son Solomon ? It is thus : and 'thou 
Solomon, my sori^knpw thou the God of thy 'fa- 
ther and love him with a perfect .heart-and with 
a willing mind; for the Lord searcheth all 
hearts and understandeth all the imaginations 
of the thoughts ; if thou seek him, he will be 
found of thee ; but if thou forsake him, he will 
cast thee off forever; ; but still to confirm the 
question, whiat is;the language b^lsaiah^updn 
-ths subject? He saith ; the destruction of the 
transgressors and of the sinners shall be together, 
and they that forsake the Lord shall be cbhsum- 
;ed. And does not Ezekiel say that, when ' **" 






(righteous turneth away from his righteousness 
and committeth iniquity .aad doeth according to 
all the abominations* that the wicked doeth, 
.shall he live; all the righteousness that he hath 
done shall not be mentioned; in his tresppass 
that he 'hath trespassed, and in his sin that he 
hath, sinned in them, shall he die; can there be 
any language more explicit than this, in con- 
firmation? that there is a possibility of the 
righteous, not .the self-righteous of the law, hut 
the righteous man of God, turning, from his 
righteousness, committing iniquity io such a de- 
gree as without repentance he must irretrieva- 
bly lose his immortal soul. The justification 
here spoken of could not have been of thelaw,for 
-this reasan, Ezekiel would not have addressed 
.people alive to righteousness when he knew 
Ihem to be dead unto sin, for if they were jus- 
tified by the law they were yet in their sins, 
for by the deeds of the law shall no flesh be 
justified in the sight of Godj hut what is the 
language of our most glorious Redeemer upon 
this all momentous subject? He says in one place 
while addressing his disciples, ye are the salt 
of the earth, but if the salt have lost his savor, 
wherewith shall it be salted? it is thenceforth 
good for nothing, but to be cast out and be trod* 
den under the feet of men. This is the language 
of Jtes.us Christ, our God, .and shall we hesitate 
for moment to bjelieye him * Who has ever 
taught tha^doctrine adopted to our best inter- 
est? Shall we 4Jsb.elieve the words of ever- 
lasting truth, that continually flowed from his- 
$>.recious lips? No, iny soul, let God be trije, 



but every^mana ^ar. Yes my blessed JestiSj 
thou knowest that when ^he unclean spirit is 
gone out of a man, he walketh through dry 
plaeeSj seeking rest, and finding none; and that 
he>saith' I- will return to my house whence I 
catne out, for it is swept and garnished; thea 
he goeth and taketh to him seven other spirits 
more wicked than himself, and they enter in and- 
dwell there, arid the last state is worse than the 
first. Yes my*adprable King, thou art thevvine 
and thy children are the branches, and he^tlat 
abideth in thee and the.e in him, the same bringr 
eth forih much fruit, for without thee vcecau do 
-nothing; but if amao abide not in thee he is 
cast forth as abraach, and is withered, and men 
gather them, and cast them into the fire, .and 
they are burned; for if God spared n$ the nat- 
iiral branches, take heed lest he also spare not 
.thee; sbehold therefore the goodness and severi- 
ty .of God, oh them which fell severity, but to- 
ward thee goodness, if thou continue in his good- 
ness ; otherwise thou also shalt be cut off. Yes^ 
good old Paul, thou wast one that warmly felt 
the love of thy God shed abroad in thy heart, 
and -thy every exertion was to promote his cause 
and thy soul's desire was to provoke tor emula- 
tion and caution, all, not to be high minded, but 
fear, and' thou dist keep thy own body under 
subjection, lest that by any means, when thou 
hadst preached to others thyself should bea cast 
away. Yes thou knew that a Christian was the 
temple of God, and that the spirit of God.dwell- 
eth in him, and if any man defile th^' temple of 
God, him shall God destroy, fojS tfi* teinple of: 
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God is holy, which temple hejs. Yes j:hou didst 
address the Hebrews, and say unto them, it is 
impossible for those who were once enlightened - 
and have tasted of the heavenly gift, and were 
made partakers of the Holy Ghost, and have 
tasted the good word of God, and the powers 
of the world to come if they shall fall away, 
to renew them again unto repentance ; seeing 
ijiey crucify t themselves the Son of God a- 
fresh, and put him to an open shame; for if we 
sin wilfully after that we have received the 
knowledge of the truth, there remaineth no 
more sacrifice for sins than what hath already- 
been made, the Son of God. Yes, good old Paul, 
thou didst teach -that the just should live by 
faith, but if any man draw back my soul should 
take no'; pleasure in him. Yes, jthe almighty 
can take no pleasure in such character; is this 
not the language of that eminent man of God, 
and should we not believe his testimony? Cer- 
tainly certainly we should , for he spoke what 
he spoke by inspiration of God. But let us still 
pursue this subject, and hear what good old Pe- 
ter has to say, who was crucified for the testi- 
mony of his master, by Nero, with his head 
downard, in A. D. 66. He positively asserts if, 
after we have escaped the pollutions of the

.Saviour Jesus Christ, we are again entangled

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MEDITATION XXIV. 

APRIL 1. N 

This morning being sufficiently cool, owing 
to the fall of a frost the preceding night, to 
to render a seat by the fire side comfortable,- 
the sun rose in full splendor, and the hoary 
frdst.soon vanished under its warming and re- 
fulgent beams ; the little lambs in an adjacent 
> 'meadow, were friskily sporting by the side 
of their dam's, who wouldjaleat at their near ap- 
proach, and by peculiar gestures seem to sanc- 
tion their juvenile delights. While the peas- 
ant and the farmer were rolling the clods of the 
valley, furroiwupon furrow, in expectation of an 
abundant harvest; while thus contemplating, 
the honur of my heavenly majesty lay near 
this pulsating heart, and my imagination was 
drawn to bJs sacred and ever to be esteemed 
volume of divine truth, which every man must 
either acknowledge to be true in-time, or boty* 
to in eternity; but how .many of thy brethren in 
Adam: disregard the injunctions of the most 
high> and even assume the prerogative of con- 
tending with the. mighty .God, because of the 
depravity of their nature; the code of divine 
truth comes immediately in contact with their 
opinions, and they shift and turn to all parts of 
the compass and endeavor to stigamatise those 
sacred truths which their corrupt and carnal 
nature cannot .comprehend without the applies- 
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tion of the spirit of God, "for the natural man 
discerneth not the things of the spirit of God; 
they are foolishness unto him, neither jndee'd 
can he know them, because they are spiritual-, 
ly discerned ;" for if we be not taught by the 
spirit of Christ, we cannot comprehend the 
things of Christ; yes my soul, there are some 
void of this spirit, who deny the fundamental 
doctrines of Christianity, on which is based the 
salvation of their immortal souls. Some assert 
things d erogatory to the King of G-lory, by 
promulgating that Jesus, the son of God, the" 
Saviour of the world, who now dwelleth in the 
hosom ...of the father, jind once took humanity 
upon himself and died that man might live 
upon the Terms of the Gospel, was merely "a 
good man who had the ability given him of God 
to set a godly example before men, that they 
might copy but not worship as God or trust in 
-Irim for salvation; while others will blasphe- 
mously assert that Jesus my Savionr is an illegiti- 
mate, because conceived in the womb of a Vir- 
gin by the Holy Ghost. That he was born of a 
wfcman is a scripture truth, and how is it possi- 
ble he could have atoned for the sins of the 
world in any other way than taking humanity 
upon himself? Are not our sins committed in the 
flesh? do they not therefore require an atone- 
ment of a fleshy nature? for without the shed- 
ding of blood there could be no remission of 
sins; God could not suffer in his self existing 
nature, therefore he was pleased to take hu- 
manity upon himself, through love to fallen 
man: for no other sacrifice could have been 
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v;In Ifeajein^or ;arth ; our transgrcs- 
ffem^^ ^:Jflfioitfe nature, thereby re- 
art infinite i^onfice, none of the shining 
:hpsts. 'of Heaven ; eo$|l have accomplished this 
thing^ ^ I>ejcause-they7 are" the workmanship of ~ 
God arid creiisted intelligences. Yes, my soul, 
thou hast heard such wicked expressions escape 
the lipsjof^siri^ men who 

were wJs^ in their Own conceit, and of whoin 
the ^sacred word ''saithy there is more hope of a 
fqpl,' "for how kn6west thou, O mortal and IDOL- 
mortal, hut what that expression may seal 
thine own damnation sure : thou mayest. in so 
many w^ords commit that' sin which shall nei- 
ther be forgiven in tliis wprld nor in the world 
to come, for if thou art thus hardened to thy 
best -interest who know'eth but . what thy soul 
may be held capjtive by'Satan in chains through-^ % 
out the endless ages of eternity? how ktibwest 
thou but what that may be blasphemy, against 
the Holy Ghost? because thou sayest' he is an 
unciean spirit, the offspring of adultery ! .Oh, ;' 
let.not such impiou!3 language- escape. thy lips, 
if thou hast, not become callous to thy best in-, 
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terest :for my God'will not hold thee blameless; 
and' ypu, who ever thou.art, that denieth the di- r x 
Tihit^;of-^egus Christ, tell me upon what 
giouiids you can possibly hope for salvation'; :; 
for whosoever denieth the son, the same hath " 
not the father, but he that acknowledgeth the 
son hath the father also , it'is only through the 
son that we can have eternal life,for r it is recor- 
ded in "first John,- that God hath 'given to us, we 
that believe, eternal life, and this life is in his 
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; and we know, that the son of QQ& is t^ine, 
and hath given us understanding; |hat we tnajf 
know him that is true, even in hif^fiiori Tfesur 
Christ; this is'the true God^nd eternal life.--'*

Yes, the blessed Jesus^ in the presence of the 
Pharisees and chief rulers, does not hesitate to 
acknowledge himself. the only God^ and that 
they who believed on him believed on him that 
sent him, and he that seeth him, seeth him that 
sent him; how if you have any doubt as to the 
correctness of the assertion, you can refer-to 
St. John, the twelfth chapter, and he will con- 
firm the statement, and in the fourteenth chap- 
ter of the same book, the blessed Redeemer 
even condescends to commune with Phillip 
upon the all important subject upon which we 
are contemplating, and answer his inquisitive 
interrogations with the greatest meekness jand 
unbounded familiarity of a God, and assures 
him that he that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father, and how sayest thou then show us the 
father.

tion a discontinuance of such preaching', and 
say, "brethren let us all unite in the work of 
the Lord." And behold, we hear, them, con- 
trftrvato their belief, harping universal salva-

They .ad- 
mit this is right. Then away with their argu- 
ment ; it will not hold good. Is not ttiis way of 
proceeding injurious to the spread of the gos- 
pel? , I would unhesitatingly say it was; for in- 
stance, hear the expressions of the wordlings. 
See how these Christians esteem one another. 
They profess the religion of Christ can it he 
possible that this is the religion of Christ? can 
it be possible that this is the religion that saith 
^loye thy neighbor as thyself?" and these chris- 
tians have experienced its sweets, and yet they 
do not practise it toward these heirs of the 
same Heavenly kingdom, Surely this is not 
Christian love there will not be two tables 
spread in the kingdom above; one for the Bap- 
tist and one for- the Methodist and Presbyteri- 
ans; I think not. Then why two here? No 
.my soul, there will be no distinctions in the fair 
climbs of eternal day. There will be no Bap- 
tists there; no Methodists there; no Presbyte- 
rians there; no Quakers there; then pray tell 
us who will be there? Why, ndne but chris- 
tians. Well if they all be concentrated in one 
head there, why not be united under one head 
here? How often have I seen members of the bap- 
tist church stand off from the Presbyterian and 
Mejthodjst sacrament of the Lord's supper, with 
streaming eyes and softened hearts, while their 
desire was .to be with the children of God in 
this Heavenly feast; yet the strictness of their 
church discipline prohibited their union at the- 
Lord's table. My brethren such things 
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not be; why-take- the crumbs from the children 
that will have but one seat in the ^ church; tri- 
umphant? Yes. question the members closely 
upon that subject, and they will admit the im- 
propriety of such restrictions, and say .my heart ; 
is with you brethren, at such times, but what 
shall I do? You know our church rules are .so 
rigid in their nature that if I were to take the 
love feast with you, throwing the sacrament out 
of the question, we would have to acknowledge 
to our church that we had done wronar, of be

brother and my sister, I know that to be a fact, 
and have often Wept over its. uncharitableness, 
and have not unfrequently thought of vioia- 
ting'this rule myself, while a member, of your 
church, and wish now I had ; for when we l>e~ 
lieve a thing- to be our duty in the sight of God. 
and hesitate to do it, through a man fearing or 
man pleasing spirit, we no doubt'cbmmit a sin, 
and pierce ourselves through with many sor- 
rows; yet 1 cannot lay this separation entirely 
$o the charge of lay members, for 1 firmly be- 
lieve there are a majority of them opposed to 
close communion, and would, were it not for 
reasons previously mentioned, commune with 
otber denominations; but from what I know my- 
self of this matter, this unwarrantable and un- 
charitable prohibition to the Lord's table, is 
kept up by the Pastors of the church, whojjhinfc 
themselves infallible, on this point; and^many 
of them do not hesitate to say that it would be 
a sin for them or their people tp commune with 
tmbaptized persons. But is not such language 



from a Minister of the gospel contrary to the 
spirit of Christ, who said I tell you not to trou- 

- ble them, for if they be for us they cannot be 
against us; all that is requisite is a belief in 
the Son' of 'God, confirmed by the internal dwel- 
ling" of his spirit in the heart. But this ordi- 
nance being the answer of a good conscience 
towards God, not the eradicating of sins, let ev- 
ery man be fully persuaded in his own mind ; 
yes. any .of my unprejudiced brethren would 
not hesitate to assert that this illicit debarance. 
from the saqrament substituted in commemora- 
4\" tioh/of our Lord Jesus Christ, was highly un- 
justifiable. Then how will such Christians an- 
swer in the great day of accounts, for their av- 
ariciousncss in things not their own, but belong- 
ing to their master? Are not such things suf- 
ficient to give offence unto the little ones? If 
so, then were it not better that a mill stone were 
hanged about their neck, and they cast into, the 

, depth of the sea? But this middle wall of par- 
tition between churches' is dilapidating, and I 
hope ere long will moulder into dust, and the 
children of this Heavenly King have free in- 
gress and and access to all the comforts and de- 
lights of his house, without regard to .but one 
name (christian.) That time will inevitably 
hasten, when Christians shall be of one mind 
and of one^heart; when schisms, and 'divisions 
shall .be done away, and the hand and the heal-t 
shall be extended together,- while peacej har- 
mony and delight shall Iningle 'arid sweetly 
unite the whole^ and undivided praises mount 
the: eternal thrdne of God, and reiterate the 
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uuion of Heaven born souls: "come, Lord 
come quickly," . '.'..--.'

raal vivacity. The farmer wisbes not to labor 
in vain!> and hesitates to sow tire seed of his- 
flax; The little songsters of the woods with- 
hold their iftelodtons notes. nnwHiirig too copi- 
ously to inhale the chilling atm-dsphefe of ^ a, 
winter spring; It was thus while 4 contempla- 
ting by a cheerful fire side, a thought struck 
me of an Heavenly nature, and I unhesitating- 
ly pursuejit withf-alacrity and delight, until this 
meditation is brought to a close. It is a scrip- 
tural assertion, that though the children of Is- 
rael be as the sand of th sea shorey a remnant 
ahall- be saved; but we must not draw an infer-' 
ence from this that the minority were ordained^ 
fromi^l eternity to be saved, and the majority- 
to be lost; but to the; contra^5r r their damna.^- 
tion would be the fyuif oftKelt- own disobedi- 
ence; for how coM they be-datnned for non-' 
acceptance or rejecti<^5pf that which God^had ' 
ordained they should not accept or believe ;.ii ' 
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is the rejection of the gospel, not the accept-- 
" ance, that banishes a man eternally fram the 
presence of God. Well, if a man has power to 
reject, does it not imply he has power to ac- 
cept? for where one exists the other also exists; 
and where only one exists man cannot be a free 
agent, and where both are wanting, man is not 
intelligent, and therefore cannot be. accounta- 
ble to (rod; but in ord^r to elucidate this sjib- 
jcct more clearly we will consult the. wo*d of 
Him who cannot lie. If I am not very much 
mistaken there has been some things ordained| 
by the eternal Jehovah, that never were ac-1 
complished or come to pass. What is the'lan- 
guage of the man of God unto Eli, w.hose fa- 
ther was chosen a Priest out of all the tribes of 
Israel, who did kick at the sacrifice and offer- 
ing of <he Lord and made himself fat with the j 
chief of all the offerings? He addresses him thus : 
wherefore the Lord God of Israel saitji, I said 
indeed, that thy house and the house of thy 
father, should walk before me forever ; but now 
the Lord saith, be it far from me, for them that 
honor me, I will honor; and they that despise, 
me shall be lightly esteemed, pid not this 
thing take place, contrary to what was ordain- 
ed ? Certainly it did ; but we will .endeavor to j 
produce oth'er instances that are equally as 
Strong in confirmation of this fact, for w^evjiave 
abundant testimony in the word of everlasting 
truth, and will make it our vehicle in riding 
over those seemingly mysterious .doctrines of 
predestination; for if j^be taken as one con- 
' " chain, it will all harmoniously unite with-. 
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out one ja ring -sound or misplaced note. My 
humble reader, examine for yourself the words- 
of the immaculate God. to David, who was anx- 
ious to know of the Lord whether the men of 
Keilah would deliver him \ip into the hands of 
Saul, or whether Saul would come dowm /What 
,-was the answer of the Lord to David? It was. 
this: they will deliver th.ee up. Then David 
and his men, which were about six hundred, 
arose and departed out of Keilah, and whither-, 
soever they could go; and it was told SauLtftat 
David had escaped from Keilah, and he .fore- 
bore to go forth. Now my reader, I have no 
doubt but what the Almighty spoke thus to Da- 
vid, upon, conditions, for if David had re- 
mained there, he would have been delivered 
and his men into the hand ,of Saul; and we like- 
wise learn from this, had God's decree been un- 
conditional, that David could not have removed 
from Keilah.fbr he would have been irrisisti- 
bly or repulsively bound down to that spot with- 
out the power of willing upon the subject, or 
else a finite arm is sufficient to render of none 
effect the Almighty power of that God who is 
infinite. But in order to indelibly stamp in thy 
memory the justice of my God in, all his ats 
towards the .children of men, 1 will further 
quote the language of divine inspiration, which 
musLbe right, if .all men be wrong. Was nj|t 
Hejzkiah sick unto death, and the Prophet Jsaii- 
^h came to him and said unto him: thus saith 
the Lord, set thy house in order, for tbou shalt 
die and not live; but do we not see that on the 
repentance of Heze'kiah, the Lord added unto 
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his days, fifteen years? This was certainly a- 
decree of the Almighty, but if it had been of an^ 
irrevokable nature^ all Hezekiah's petitioning 
would have been nugatory and Tain ; but it; is 
evident that there were conditions implied; if 
not expressed, for otherwise Hezekiali would 
have inevitably died, from the express com- 
inand of God. Bid- not Micah prophecy in the 
days of Hezekiali j King of Judah, and;speak to- N 
all the people of Judah, saying, thus saith the 
Lord of hosts: Zion shall be ploughed like- a 
field> and Jerusalem- shall become 1 heaps, and 
the mountain of. the house as high places of a 
forest. Did Hezekiab, King of Judah, antt alt 
Judah, put him at all to death? Did-he not 
fear the Lord ^ and the Lord repented him of 
the evil which hehad-pronouneed'againsi theig? 1 : 
Thus^ we see how the Almighty works-with tfie 
children of men, not willing the destruction of 
any, although he hath eternally decreed that 3? 
the soul' that sineth and dieth in its sins, shall- 
die; yet if that soul.repent, itshall live. Thus- 
"he is angry with the wicked every day through 
his law; not thai such : anger as man hath' can 
dwell in thabosom of Deity ; if that were the case 
his long suffering, forbearance and tender com- 
pSssioni, would not be extensive; But he would 
be what many wish to makii liinj^ a God that/ 
.delighteth in the destruction, of his owa ^oikr 
manship, from the glory of his presence, through 
the greatness of his power; but God seetfe apt 
RS man seeth, fflt God seeth aright. Daji not 
the Almighty positively assert, through Jonah, 
the-Gity of Nenevah should be overthrown? 
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lit the expirat&zTof forty days? Yet we see 

upon the .repentance of this people, that God 

repentediof tfjlfevil that he said he would dp 

%unto them, and he did it not. Yes, my soul, this

is so plain that him' that -runneth may read and 
comprehend ; it is adapted almost to the lowest 
capacity ; it is not metaphorical, but literal, and 
needeth not the^aid of the philosopher or the 
divine to fathom its .profunditj'. But,:my rea- 
$er,>>:e^are not done with the subject yet; there 
fare valious -other parts of sacred writ that 
might be brought -forward to substantiate my 
jfdsitionj but I will only refer 'to a few, and leave 
'the. question to your candid and deliberate de- 
termination.'

when the -morning 1 stars sang together, nnd all 



the. sons of God shouted for joy. Was this not 
when the foundation of the earth was laid? and 
does not David, the man after God's own heart, 
^.approve of shouting, and highly recommend it 
unto the children of the most high? Suppose- 
we call in his aid upon this question, and hear 
bis opinion. What is his language? It is this: 
Let those that put their trust in the Lord re- 
joice': let them ever shout for joy, because he 
defendeth them: let them also that love his

For it is once appointed 
foreman to die, <and after this the judgment ;

of the .eternal God , and although some deny 
.the .eternity of banishment 'from the .presence 
.of" Jehovah, and have settled down m the .opin<- 
ion that Christ's atonement will save them un- 
conditionally,, yet we will endeavor to show 
through the aid of divine truth, that such opin- 
ions are fallacious, and will be burnt up root 
.and branch in that day when the secrets of all

confess his transgressions unto the Lord; for 1 he 
that co Vereth his sins shall not prosper, but 
whoso confesseth and forsaketh them shall have 
mercy. Does not the' Almighty say look'untb 
me^and be ye" saved, all the ends of the_earth, 
for I am God and there is none^else ? "Ye~s, seek 
the Lord while 1 he may be found; and call upon 
him while he' is near; stand ye' in the* ways, 
and seek and ask for the old paths, where is 
the good way, and walk therein, and ye shall 
find rest for your souls."

THen 
how is it possible that we both adopt its pre- 
cepts as. the .rule of our faith-, and' yet we 
not'see alike, as respects the gospel of Jesus? 
Surely if \ve are taught by the same spirit, 
what can be the occasion of this contrariety of. 
opinion? it is- evident that either the one or the 
other of us are- mistaken in our- views; or we 
make the bible bow to usj rather than we bow 
to it; Yet notwithstanding there may be a dif- 
ference of opinion between us, on some trifling- 
point, yet should that be the cause of coldness 
and reservedness among children of the same 
Heavenly parent? No, my souli it should not, 
for thou^art bound in charity to give- the han< 
of fellowship to all ~of whatsoever denomina- 
tion they may belong, tfeat believe in- Jesus 
Christ as the only wise God, our Saviour.; and 
that in him dwelleth all the fullness of the God- 
bead bodily. Thou art likewise commanded

counts; please remember you are a free agent: 
God will not judge you for what -other peo- 
ple do; you stand or fall according to your 
own obedience; if your Creator had not have^ 
given you so much light on the subject, you 
might then indeed escape with impunity, but 
you have the word of everlasting truth; you 
can read it for yourselves, and if you will, 
through it come to Christ, walk according to his 
precepts, you can have 'nothing to fear.when 
time shall be no more; for if you will, thus dp^

mite in its farther dispersion.. I do not consid^ 
er myself a prophet, neither am ; I thie son ;of va- 
prppnet,ib-Ut that is no'just cause why Tsh^uld?" 
not communicate my nightly visions as ^H as 
others. I envy no man his knowtedge.o'r^iia 
nobility; neither do I covet his property, biiili| 
have that .^ood will toward all my feilpw crea- 
tures, as to wish them every enjoyment that 
would constitute them happy; for a benevolent 
mind will ^yer derive pleasure froM the hap- 
neither do I presume to come- 
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before the public as a desrier of medicine, or 
"a teacher to those who I am fully persuaded are 
able to inform me; but my object is to disperse 
the work among those who have not a physici- 
an near them, nor means to employ one; for it is 
a serious thing to tamper with the life of a fel- 
low being, and none but those who have burnt 
the midnight taper in the acquirement of medi- 
cal knowlege, should,ever officiate in so impor- 
tant an undertaking without good authority, cor- 
rect and well informed judgment, for if it be as 
much as the sober, clear head, and bright geni- 
us can do to distinguish diseases by present 
symptoms, what must be the ignorance of the 
inebriafld Doctor and those who have never 
studied the various minute and complex opera- 
tions of the animal economy, and who still ad- 
* minister medicine through the vain Anticipa- 
tion ofiirelief, when the intellectual powers of 
one haffe lost their due energy by the transfu- 
sid'n of the God of Bacchus, and the other*is 
equally, if not more ignorant of the disease? 
Any man can prescribe medicine without much 
difficulty, if he be acquainted with the disease) 
but the most skilful physicians are frequently 
perplexed to decide upon that point ^therefore 
I am'iriduced to believe a plain treatise on some 
^important diseases, would be no way objection- 
able to those who have not the means nor so 
situated as to procure a physician in most ur- 
gent cases; but I would not say let this suffice 
the non-attendance of the Doctor, if he is at 
all to be had, for the sight of him has frequent- 
ly such a good eifect upon even almost- extin- 
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gaished life, as to terminate in the convales- 
cence of the sufferer, especially if he be a ten- 
der, human man, who sympathizes with the 
sufferings of his patients. There are many of 
this description, but to the sharne of the pro- 
fession, there are some, one would suppose from 
their gestures and expressions, delighted in 
profane language, at the bed side of dying hu- 
manity. Such conduct in melancholy scenes 
like these, is highly indecqrpus and uinyafrantv 
able. I have seen and am acquainted with 
such characters, bui con-sider"them gospel-hard- 
ened and destitute of the nobler feelings/ of 
humanity, and' hope the time will .speedily en- 
sue when this charge will be extinct anadng those / 
who administer the healing meclicineitQ the'sons, 
and daughters of affliction. I do not^ for my: 
part, see why those things should be amoflg med- 
ical men, who, of all others, should possess -the 
one thing needful ; how any marfwho has studied 
the anatomy of the .human system, and become

acquainted with the uses, situation, and construc- 
tion of the various functions of the &umaa.- 
body/ can disbelieYe in the existence of a Su- 
preme being, is more than! can conjecture; bat 
there are^, some who believe.man is composed of

^indelibly unite, that ?vhenone becomes'extfact^ 
the other also becomes extinct; in so niajSy 
words, denying spiritual substancs. This is the 
doctrine of Materialism, but I would take the 
liberty in this place of dissenting from this opin- 
ion, and would draw another conclusion, and 
that wduldjtje, that the mind will live when that- 
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organized matter has lost its vitality, although' 
it. is supposed that the nervous system is de- 
pendendenton the mind for its action, and the 
mind dependent on the nervous system for its 
volition, hut all through the influence of 'the 
soul. There has been, and is, a doctrine ad-; 
vanced that the intellectual powers can be' ex- 
ercised independenfof the nervous system, and 
that the mind, in conjunction with all the pas- 
sions, must be that pure intelligence denomina- 
ted! the soul: : I believe it can, but if the mind 
he the soul and that soul be* pure intelligence,, 
there was a time in .the existence of every man 
jthat he had rio soul; for the infant is not in ths 
possession of pure intelligence, all will admit. 
}f the iriind be the soul, it is subject to increase 
f|om childhood, youth and middle age, and sub- 
ject to. decrease in old age, for some old men 
.have but little, mtnd. It is well known we are 
once men, and -twice infants; if the mind be the 
soul, and thatisbul be pure intelligence, some 
men have no souls at all; for instance, idiots. 
If the mind be the soul, if is certainly subject 
to increase and decrease, and many men have 
superior souls, in point of creation, andi are ca- 
pable of holding more knowledge anitl happi- 
ness, both in a temporal and eternal sense; such 
argument would charge the Deity with inequal- 
ity in his workmanship, and say that he Ijad 
Ijoth temporally and spiritually conferred more 
of his favor upon one man than another, .for 
some men are not endowed with the same pen- 
etrating genius as others,. This difference cer- 
tainly does not originate from any physical 



' cause, but from organization; if from the Form- 
er, and the mind be the soul, there certainly is 
a partial distribution from God to the sons 6F 
men. in order to reconcile this question with 
the impartiality of an all wise and benevolent 
Creator, another conclusion must be drawn from 
the premises, and that is, that God hath not 
united the soul with the body that materi- 
ality can swallow up immateriality in ^it death. 
It seems to me that the mind cannQtbe'the.soul, 
for this very reason: because any organized de- 
rangement affects it equally as much as mental 
despondency or depression of animal spirits ''af- 
fects organized matter, therefore thfe intellect 
tual faculties, whatey^r tb^y ms^^^cattno^He 
exercised with the same jiidgment when thejge 
is a derangement of the organic Functions -Ife 
when they perform their heal thy ^oflice. iFroni 
this view of the subject, I would give my opin- 
ion, that the soul of man was ^jimple, uncom- 
pounded, without/parts; distindt; in essence from 
the mind, but go ve rns it in all/its revolutions, 
for what kind of eoul would it be without con- 
sciousness or perceptionwithout the faculty 
of thinking? It could not be immaterial. This 
argumetit would make the mind the afflation of 
the.spui, which transfuses its luciferous quali- 
ties through our material nature, and speaks its. 
origin divide. Though this organized 'matter 
will be s& arranged in eternity as to receive its 
reward according to the deeds done in it through 
the agency of its functions, but the soul lives 
eternally, because it is through its influence the 
operations of mind are dependent .onthe nsr.- v 
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vous system, and the nervous system dependent 
on the mind for it's action; and as the mind is 
polluted, so is the soul, and thus is accounted 
the reward of the soul, upon the principlesr-of 
merit or demerit. Yes, when I take into con 
sideration the bones, which are two hundred 
and forty-seven, and the muscles, in number 
four hundred and seventy-four, and the nerves,

arteries, absorbents, glands, excretory ducts, 
membranes, &c. their situation, uses, locomotive, 
impressive, circulative, secretive, excretive, 
absorptive, powers, &c. I am struck with won- 
der, and cannot withhold exclaiming as one of 
old: man is fearfully arid wonderfully made. 
Thfe science of life, in vast minutia, is in many 
instances, incomprehensible to finite man; al- 
though his discoveries have been numerous, yet 
he may live and ever learn, and never be able 
to come to the knowledge of the truth, there 
being no such thing as an adept in this science, 
notwithstanding the great intellect of man; his 
power of thought, which is the quickest of all 
things here, and to the remotest bounds of the 
earth in an instant, his capacity is almost un- 
bounded in its intuition, and to quote the Beau- 
tiful language of Dr. Adam Clark, he ! has num- 
bered the stars of Heaven; he has demonstra- 
ted the planetary revolutions, and the laws by 
which they are governed; he has accounted for 
every anomaly in the various affections of the 
Heavenly bodies; he has measured their dis- 
tances; determined their solid contents, and 
weighed the sun; his researches into the three 
jkingdoins of nature, the animal, vegetable, and 
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mineral, are for. their variety, correctness-arid 
importance of the highest consideration. The 
laws of matter, of organized beings, and those 
chemical 'principles 'by which all the operations 
of nature are conducted, have been investigS? 
ted by him with the utmost success. He has 
shown the father of the rain, and who has be- 
gotten the drops of dew ; he has accounted for 
the formation of the snow ; the hail stones, and 
the ice;, and demonstrated the laws by which 
the tempest and tornado are governed ; he has 
taken the thnnder from the clouds, and he plays 
with the lightnings of Heaven; he has invent- 
ed the telescope, and by this instrument has 
brought the host of Heaven almost in contact 
with the earth; by his mental energy, he has 
sprung up into illimitable space, and has seen 
and described those worlds which an infinite 
skill has- planned, and an infinite benevolence 
sustains; he has done all this and more, and yet 
has felt himself limited. Such is man in a nat- 
ural and fallen state, what must he have been 
before his fall? But after all his excellences 
and woridrous knowledge, he is nothing but a 
speck in vast creation ; a poor worm of the dust, 
and after the vital spark is extinguished and he 
laid in the cold grave, the worms feed sweetly 
on him, and after the earth has drawn from his 
body its juices, he is but a light and ghastly 
skeleton of dry bones, but his immortal lives 
forever in the presence of his Maker, or siufi: 
down to the pit of eternal destruction O that 
more of my medical brethren were champions 
in the cause of Christianity, that they might be 
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instruments in the hands of their Creator, in 
conferring upon the sick spiritual <as well as 
temporal consolatibn in their afflictions, and 
shine themselves in the kingdom of God

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OR FEVERS! 



'Hie-disease known by the name of Fever has 
no symptom unchangeably at tend ant on it, which 
can give u& a correet knowledge of its exact 
nature or essence, therefore it is impossible to 
give a short and correct description: the pulse 
being various, sometimes small, weak, slow, uri-. 
equal and contracted; while at other times, 
strong, quick, full and regular; hard or soft, 
being governed by the fever at the commence- 
ment or dependent upon the nature, form or^a-r- 
riety of the fever present. The heat is not al- 
ways equally diffused, but now and then seated 
in particular parts; sometimes the external sur- 
face of the body is- cold, while at the same time 
there is a sense of internal heat; at other times i 
a general heat or cold is prevalent over the 
body, the temperature not arising ubo\;e what 
is natural; the face wanr-at one timp-r at others 
red and edemetous or swelled, but sometimes 
manifesting the natural loolc, at others, the re- 
verse: the eyes sometimes- Keavy, faint, weak; 
and red^ incapable of bearing much light, writh- 
ed, wild, ghastly, dull or glistening, moistenect 1 
with tears$ haying lost their original lustre ;.J 
tongue does not always , present the same 
pearance; most general dry; sometimes s 
tred, red, chapped, rough, white, covered \yith 
viscus matter, although it is frequently moist 
and natural, with little, if any thirst. The 





breathing is various, sometimes difficult, labo- 
rious, unequal and impeded; the breath is most 
generally offensive; the appetite much impair- 
e(|y; ..sometimes none; the urine sometim 

"Watery, crude, red and thin, but -very frequent- 
ly thick.; most usually after standing ^awhile,' 

.deposits a sediment; to these various symptoms 
may be added, pains in different parts of tha 
system; depression oft strength, stupor, heavi- v 
ness; weakness of mind; watchfulness; deliri- 
um; diarrhora, vomiting, constipation; muscu- 
lar tremors. &c. pain in the head is generally, 
present, with greater or lesser arterial action, 
which is quite perceivable in the temporal ar- 
teries; by taking. all those symptoms in con- 
junction, vv,e can generally decide whether there 
bg fever present or not, and venture to give it 
the name of a disease.". Fevers are divided 
into . intermittent, remittent, and continued, of 

ihe title of which, we will speak hereafter- 
Continued fevers are generally of the same vi- 
olence for several days ; there being most gener- 
ally an exacerbation in the evening, and a re- 
mission towards jnorning,; in such, the nervous 
system is considerably affected, and the powers 
ofperception and action.are impaired; inflamma- 
tory fever is called synocha, and nervous is 
called typhus. The above diseases are called 
idiopathic, because^ they are not dependent oa 
asy other disease, but arise from the stagnant 
exhalations produced by the decompositions of 
vegetable and animal matter. Symptomatic 
are those diseases opposed to idiopathic, 6e- 
they are dependent on ano'ther. 
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This fever consists of a succession of parox- 
ysms, in the intervarof each of which the per- > 
son -is free from all*febfile symptoms; several

riame.s have been a pplied to this fever, accbrd- 
ihg^ip the period s pf tiine' between its return; 
when it takes place within the space of twen- 
ty four hours, it' is called' a 'quotidian;- when it 
.returns every forty-eight Houfs it is : called a 
tertian; and when it returns every 1 seventy -two 
hours between its attacks, it is called a : quartan; 
that ef the tertian type prevails most general- 
ly in the spring, and is the most frequent form, 
of the disease, but the quartan is the more obsti- 
nate and the most dangerous, aria makes -its ap^ 
psarance in the autumn. The quotidian is most 
likely to slip into ttiecontinue'd tj'pe; but the a- 
bove haveother varieties and forms; for instance 
there, is the double tertian, having a paroxysm 
every day, with the returning paroxysms simi- 
lar to one another; the double tertian with two 
paroxysms on one day, and another on the pre- 
ceding.

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certainty. My treatment has generally been 
the following: when I am called to visit. ; a per- 
son laboring under this complaint, if;I am pre- 
"sent in the cold stage, I direct my patient to be 
covered warmly, have applied hot plates to his 
feet, and order some warm drink, sage or im- 
perial tea, quite wak, to be drank until the 
cold stage has passed; and so soon as the hot 
stage has made its appearance, I administer or 
direct to be administered, a nauseating diaptid^ 
retic, such as tartris antimonii cum potassa or 
tartar emetic, about half a grain of whi'ch is 
to be put in a half pint of cool water, to be giv- 
en in. divided portions, say a table spoon full 
every ten minutes until it lightly vomits, after 
which discontinue the use of it and give about 
three drops of the essence of Peppermint in'a 
tumbler half full of cold water, this will quiet 
the irritability of the stomach; after which" 
administer twenty grains of Iiydrarg3Ti sub- 
murias, or calomel in Bolus, and if it cannot 
be taken in that way, mix it thinlyjn a^tablei , 
spoon ; after it has been taken, the mouth should, 
be washed out with some warm tea, prohibiting! 
the use of cold water; two hours and a half aJK 
ter this, one ounce of oleum recini, or castor 
oil, whether the calomel operates or not. My 
object in thus doing: is to ev-acuate the remain-, 
ing bile ; after the bowels have been sufficiently

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REMITTENT FEVER. - 

S) fever is known by its abating but not 
going 'off entirely, before a fresh attack takes' 
place, or in other words, one paroxysm succeeds 
the other so closely that the person always has 
some degree of fever; it is likewise known that 
its remissions take place at very irregular pe- 
riods, and are hot certain in their duration, be- 
ingsometimes prolix and sometimes concise; 
the^gredisposmg causes which operate by pro- 
ducing debility", are bad diet, fatigue, exposure 
to cold 1 and damp, grief, mental anxiety, &e. 
This fever, as well as intermittent, is induced 
from the stagnant exhalations arising from^the 
decomposition of vegetable and animal matter, 
and is most apt to make its appearance in calm, 
close, and sultry weather, succeeding heavy 
rains or inundations. It is. impossible to give a 
correct detail of the symptoms of this fever, for 
it is not uncommon for those to prevail denoting 
a redundancy of bile; sometimes those of a 
nervous are most prevalent, degenerating into 
the putrid form; however the mildest form of 
this complaint is chaaacterised by the following 
^symptoms, viz ^severe pain in the back and 
head; great heat over the wfiole system; thirst, 
difficult respiration; great dejection of spirits; 
white tongue ; yellowness of the eyes and-skin ; 
the region qf the stomach edemejtous or swell- 
ed j nausea "and vomiting of billious matter^

It 
generally makes its appearance in autumn, and 
is easily distinguished from diarrhoea by the ab- 
sence of fever in the latter, although it is the 
first grade of the former, and if -it ; be .permitted 
io run on any length of time, it becomes aggra- 
vated in a degree and cannot be distinguished 
from that disease; it is true that in diarrhoea, 
the stools are of a fecal nature, whereas in dys- 
entery they consist of mucus or blood-; when- 
ever the evacuations in diarrhoea lose the nat- 
ural colour, and become mucus or bloody with 
griping and tenesmus, tfee disease ihas certainly 
assumed the dysenteric form. This disease may 
be advantageously divided into three grades-: 
the acute, the sub-acute, anH ihe 'chronic -form 
The first is the sharp or kc *-! form; the second 
is sharp and keen in a smaller degree; the third 
is that form which is of long duration. The 
acute form of dysentery makes its appearance 
with considerable fever, which has generally 
a cold stage or chill, antecedent to the heat, ana 
reaction; it is supposed that that which will 
cause dysentery in one person may in a second 

/ 
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produce hepatatis or fiver c6mplaint, and id it ' 
third interitespr inflammation of the intestines', 
and in a fourthy pneumonia Ar inflammatioh of 
the lungs. If the determination in 'the acute 
form is thrown upon the- bowels* the s^mptbms 
will be more rapid and violent; the griping- will'' 
he mo re severe ; the stools more frequent ; jjain- 
fiii 1 tenesmus, all within a few hours after the 
attack, and frequently after having been on the 
commode for a considerable length of time, 
nothing^ is evacuated but mucus, now and then 
slightly coloured with blood, and sometimes this 
is not to be discovered, however it depends 
much upon the state of the bowels j if there be 
a great accumulation of feculenf matter, there 
will be no discharge of blood probably for the 
first or second evacuations; after this may be 
detected blood' and mucus to a greater or lesser 
degree; in some cases from appearances I have 
been almost led to believe there was nothing 
brat pure blood in the rl ejections, which has pro- 
duced 1 somewhat an unfavorable conclusion; it 
is ^certainly a distressing complaint sometimes 
after every exertion on the part of the patient, 
far hours, he is unablfi to evacuate even the 
smallest quantity, and even before he has re- 
turned 5 to, his bed, he is imperiously called back 
to, stool. The symptoms in this disease ai*e gen- 
erally much worse at night, and sometimes 
when the fever is violent, delirium will be the ' 
consequence, if its progress is not impeded;

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Hon. IThe formation of an abcess may 
known by the '"riggers and cold chills, alterna- 
ted with flushings and hectic perspirations, 
which -accompany all abcesses of ah internal or- 
gan.'' Mortification may be suspected when 
the patient; after great pain and fever, expres- 
ses himself suddenly relieved, and thanks God 
that he will now soon recover, while at the 
sarnie time: the countenance sinks, the pulse falls, 
and becomes weak, irregular, or intermitting, 
and the extremities or forehead are covered 
with cold clammy sweats: This is certainly a 
correct .prognostic of the formation? of an abcess, 
and the taking place* of mortification; but we 
will proceed to' describe" tbe symptoms attend- 
ant on the i sixbacute grade or form of, this dis- 
tressing" malady : in this form the febrile symp- 
toms- are certainly very mild and almost im- 
perceptible, so much so as frequently to have 
been unnoticed, though there is some fever pre- 
sent ta a greater or lesserdegree; in some cases 
the skin manifests a common temperature, the 
pulse not much quickened, bat if you observe 
critally every operation of the animal econom} r , 
you may discern there is a loss of ballance in 
the circulation and a functional derangement of 
the skin, constriction of the pores, and non se- 
cretion of perspiration, and a loss of animal 
powers; in this form of the disease the even- 
ing always brings with it an exacerbation or 
increase of fever and aggravation of local 
symptoms; the stools are not so frequent; the 
tormina and tenesmus less severe and painful ; 
the Wood ia a disiinisbed quantity; the stools, 
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tot exceeding five, eight, to twelve or eighteen, 
in the period of four and twenty hourejivhereH 
as in the acute, the stools are far more humef- 
K>US, often arising to twenty-five and thirty-five 
in the same space of time; this form is readily 
designated from the acute by their berat in the 
acute pain on pressure <#. the abdominal re- 
gion, and where there is inflammation of the 
peretoniaum, there is constant pain in the ab- 
domen, always much increased during the strain- 
ing at stool; %ut %n 'this -form there is but little 
tenderness -of the abdomen when pressed, and 
after each stool a -considerable alleviation of 
pain; the stools in the chronic form of dysen- 
tery are not so easily retained as in the other 
forms, and are more mixed with unhealthy se- 
cretions, mixed with, mucus and are passed in 
number .from ij*ht to twelve in twenty-four 
hours; there likewise appears to be considera- 
ble flatulence or wind, in the intestines which 
produces a rumbling noise with griping, tenes- 
mus and a disposition to evacuate the bowels,, 
after which there is an interval of pain until 
another 'call; you may in such cases generally 
speaking, perceive an unhealthy appearance in 
the countenance, which is indicative of visceral 
obstruction. When'there is a structural derange- 
ment of the liver or organic change has been 
affected ia the intestines, the pain, griping and! 
tenesmus is much increased, there will be ad- 
mixtures of blood and even pus in the stools; 
:great emaciation. Such cases are truly dan- 
gerous and most frequently beyond the .healing: 
powers of the son of Esculapius. It is, and has 
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teentthe opinion of many, from the appearances' 
jbjn dissection of those vvho have died of dysen-- 
tery, that inflammation of the mucus membrane 
of the intestines, was the original link or prox- 
imate cause -of the disease,. but Dr. Armstrong 
%japtiof that way of thinking r^he makes the 
concomitant inflammation rather a symptom or 
an effect of the general excitement, than the 
original cause of the dysentery, and a strict 
survey of facts will verify, this opinion ; for in 
the first stage of oppression, when the surface is- 
cool, so far from there being any ufiquestipha- 
We sign of inflammation, a dimination of arte- 
rial tone exists every where, and the substan- 
tial evidences of inflammation: only emerge-, 
with the excitement of the Heart 1 and arteries,, 
which succeeds the first 7 stage- of oppression. 
It is in dysentery as in fever, inflammation is not 
the~origihal ; cause; but. undoubtedly it is the 
principal-effect which; we are to dread, and to- 
endeavor to obviate: , We will now give the 
treatment of this complaint :. if I am called to 
a case of dysentery where^ purging, griping,, 
and tenesmusf considerable discharge of blood 
from the bowels-, fixed pain in some part of the 
abdomen j accompanied with high fever, I will " 
endeavor to guard'against inflammation and; dis- 
organization by venesection or blood letting, 
according to the urgency of the -case. I would 
make use of external fomentations to the abdo- 
men and resort to emmollient injections and 
give the following medicine, viz: one and :a 
half grains of colomel, half a grain of opium, 
one grain tartar emetic or two grains pulv.Ip- 
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ecacuanha; the ipicacuanha may be substituted 
in the place of the tartar emetic, it not haying 
the same tendency to produce-disquiet of the 
stomach; however that will depend upon tHe 
idiosyncracy':r peculiarity of the constitution 
of the individual. The above quantity >*nay1ae 
given every six hours, and=every day after the 
first, and during the-ad ministration of this med- 
icine, I would exhibit a laxative ;r:my choice- of 
the various number .would be the -oletim recini 
or castor oil; as soon as the mouth becomes sore 
or a ptyalism is produced, the symptoms will 
vanish as thin a-ir. -1. -am not much inclined to 
sanction the use of injections in -this distressing 
disease, but if I used any, it wouki be those of 
.the least irritating nature such as starc'h or 
mutton broth-and laudanum; 1 would likewise 
apply a flannel bandage around the abdomen, 
which cofllfortably supports , the >yiscera be- 
neath ; some give a preference J to a mercurial 
plan, which is certainly a good one, but as for 
indulging -freely in cathartics, I would not think 
it so safe a plan, although the disease has been 
removed by such a course, yet I cannot -by any 
means think it as sure a treatment as the oth- 
er; 1 have in a number of instances been an 
instrument in the removal of this disorder when 
it has been of five, eight and ten days progress. 
The .treatment has generally been the -follow-

three ounces, may be taken at a time, combineij

:ists-: an extreme degree of weakness or defect of

complished by giving one grain doses of sub- 
muriashydrargyri or calomel, every morning, 
Combined with one fourth of a grain of opium. 



nitrate of silver has been given three 
times a day in half grain doses, combined with 
crumb of bread, by .Dr. Johnson, to a man la- 
boring unclear epilepsy, and who had the usual 
symptoms of dyspepsia, and great irritability 
of the stomach and .bowels, and in the-cosrse 
of three months he was completely cured of all 
his dyspeptic symptoms; he took no other med- 
icine whatsoever, but unfortunately this reme- 
dy is not possessed of the great virtue in nipst 
cases of dyspepsia, that has been ascribed to it 
in ; the case previously quoted; however, in 
some cases, upon a sufficient trial, it might 
prove highly advantageous. Sometimes there 
is attendant on dyspepsia a painful affection of 
the stomach called gastiodynia; in such case 
the. person thus affected will receive , great-be- 
nefit from the oxyd of bismuth, three- grains of 
which may be -taken every six hours. The 
sulphate of quinine is a medicine that .cannot 
be top highly extolled, for it certainly answers 
in place of all and evcKy other .bitter tonic* 
it may be. taken where there; is : great weakness 
in the following manners (but the effects it pro- 
duces on ..the appetite must he attentively ob- 
served,\and a proper restraint as respects fbod 
will be the indispensable duty of the invalid.) 
three grams of sulphate, of quinine in .a, two 
ounce vial, then to dissolve it add about ten 
drops of elixir .vitriol, after which fill it up with 
cold water, and take a tablelspoonful joCIt three 
times in.every twenty four hours. A tepid, or 
milk warm bath would, I have no doubt, .be of 
service to those affected by the dyspepsia* 
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the most proper time of resorting to which 
will be in the morning and evening, and the re-- 
petition of the same should be governed en- 
tirely, by the feelings of the person ; but after 
we have said every thing we possibly can say 
in favor of medicine in the treatment of this 
disease, we are compelled 1 with propriety, to 
adopt the "language 1 of Mr. Abernethy and ex- 
claim: we know no medicines for nervous com- 
plaints but air and; exercise; it is true without 
the aid of this strengthening and vivifying gen- 
tleman,, the prescription^- of all medicine would 
be-vaihi.but'where-he is duly resorted'to with- 
out fatigue, he will certainly promote the good: 
effects- of medicine and they in conjunction, 
properly, taken, may be the means of effecting 
a complete cure, and to quote the language of 
an eminent auttior, Dr. Johnson, who observes 
that by a systematic exertion of the body, 
with very spare diet, most cases of indigestion 
might be completely cured,- and he adds : I would 
recommend some of my fair country women, 
who have leisure as well as means,, to improve 
the languid state of their circulation, and the 
delicacy of their, complexions, by a system of 
exercise in the open air, which 'Will give colour 
to their cheeks, firmness to their muscles, tone 
to their nervesj-and energy to their minds. 
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This is a very painful disease, and the disten- 
sion of the inferior region of the abdomen is 
sometimes astonishingly great, with a twisting 
around the navel in particular, hardness of the 
abdominal muscles, extension and flexion of $he 
legSi and often suppression of urine; it gener- 
ally makes its attacks suddenly, and is known 
by violent screaming, induced without any 
warning; it is produced by various causes, such 
as flatus' cfr%athering of wind in the cavities of 
the body^ cpstiveness t>rleng constipation of the 
bowels, superfluity of acid bile and accumula- 
tion of callous faeces; worms, hysteria or hys- 
terics, matastasis of gout or rheumatism or trans- 
lation or removal of rheumatism or gout, appli- 
cation of cold and moisture to tlie extremities, 
swallowing of poisonous substances, too free an 
indulgence of unripe fruits, irregularity of liv- 
ing, exhalations from a decomposition of lead 
inhaling of its preparations hencejpainters are 
subject to it This is called colica pictonum or 
the dry belley ache. We will treat of both un- 
der one head, their symptoms being somewhat 
similar, except in the latter there is more sick- 
ness at the stomach, and the muscles of the ab- 
domen may be more contracted into hard irreg- 
ular knots or lumps, with somewhat more spasm 
in the intestinal canal, and if those symptoms 
not relieved thespasin will increase and the 



constipation wilt prove irremedible, and inflam- ' 
mation of the intestines will undoubtedly en- 
sue, which will soon destroy the sufferer by 
terminating in mortification. There are three 
grades of colic the billious, the flatulent, and 
the hysteric; in the billious colic there is ano- 
rexia or depraved appetite, bitter taste in the 
mouth, thirst, costiveness, some fever, general- 
ly vomiting of matter of a billious nature, se- 
vere pain around the navel and as the disease 
increases, the former symptoms become more 1 
frequent, and the pain more aggravated and of 
longer continuance; in flatulent colic, there is 
likewise cbstiveness, soreness, with griping of 
the bowels, considerable distension of the stom- 
ach, inclination to. vomit, with the extremities 
most generalty coM. The hysteric colic is 
characterized by spasm, costiveness, dejection 
of spirits, with nausea and sickness at the stom- 
ach, and when this form is aggravated the most 
serious consequences follbw ; evacuation of the 
faeces by the mouth, which is called the illiac 
passion; in such cases the peristaltic motion of 
the stomach is inverted as well as in mtersus- 
ceptio r and the consequence will be a- high de- 
gree of inflammation ; this complaint is very. 
readily distinguished from interites or ihflnmr 
mation of the intestines, by the^s'pasm which is 
present in the abdominal muscles by the al- 
most extinction of fever, by the pulise- which is 
frequent and small, by there being little or no 
pain upon the pressure of the abdomen ; where- 
as in interites or inflammation of the intes- , 
tines there, being no spasms present, the fever-

is considerable and the abdomen cannot bear 
any "degree of pressure without some pain; it 
may likewise be essential in this place to men- 
tion the symptoms that distinguish inflamma- 
tion/of the intestines from colica pictonum;- 
The symptoms of the latter and those which 
distinguish it from the former, are the follow- 
ing, viz: in the first instance there is more pain 
about the pit of the stomach; after avhile it 
changes its place and is felt in the umbilicus 
or region of the navel; from thence it proceeds 
over the muscles of the abdomen, which, pro^ 
duces accumulated reaction of the abdominal 
muscles so as 'to compel the sufferer to flex his 
body forward, it being the only position in which 
he can obtain relief, but still it is somewhatsin- 
gular that there appears to be no loss of bal- 
ance in the circulation; those are the distin- 
guishing symptoms of colica pictonum.. while 
in inte rites or inflammation of the intestines, 
are presented to our view the following char- 
acteristics : the abdomen to the touch appears 
hard, swelled, painful, but the pain is not trans- 
fused" to various parts, as in colica pictonum; 
there is but little spasm in this complaint, 
.whereas in the other disease the lower extre- 
mities manifest a disposition to palsy. The 
symptoms in this distressing complaint, which 
point to it favorable termination are known by 
the pain changing its place, and being situated 
in another, at the taking place of which there 
is sometimes alleviation of pain or a -slight in- 
terval of ease, liiit most generally the invalid 
experiences more quietude of body and mind 
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.-after a copious evacuation of wind or 
but where the constipation of the bowels>-is' 
great, resisting means, the pulse feeble, cold: 
sweats appearing in large drops, accompanied 
by 'fain.ting and hickup ; this is a very unfa- . 
vorable omen, and manifests the near ap- 
proach of inflammation; that will close the 
scene by gangrene or mortification.. The ap- 
pearances discovered on examination of those 
who die of this disease, are inflammation oil the 
surface of the intestines, with distension and 
contraction ofsome portion a.f the intestinal tube, 
intersuceptio, or passing of one portion of the 
intestine within another, sometimes to a consid- 
erable degree. The treatment that I have / 
generally adopted when called to visit persons 
laboring under this malady, is the following: 
Tvhere the symptoms run feigh, and I was ap- 
prehensive of inflammation ensuing,! made use 
=of the lancet, being directed by the pulse and 
appearance of the Wood ; but I have never 
carried venesection or blood letting to any 
great extent in any one case, not considering 
it requisite; as soon as I had thus done, I did 
not immediately resort to cathartics, but 'pursu- 
ed a course that may be considered by some 
not to be so adviseable, and that was to admin- 
ister about fifty drops of tine, opii <or laudanum, 
which has never as yet failed to allay the irri- 
tability of the stomach, relieve pain, subdue 
spasm and produce -sleep:; a short time after 
this is given, about one ounce and a half of 
oleum recini or castor oil, in some warm tea, 
and where this has failed to evacuate the mor~ 
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contents of the bowels, injeciidns should b 
Yc'sojted:to immediately, which'r must say have 
never failed With me to accomplish the-thing 
wh'ercunto they were designed. I have in some 
cases applied warm fomentations and directed 
the warm bath, which in dangerous cases will 
prove highly beneficial ; in one case of hysteric 
colic, a very Elderly lady, who was Tery low 
indeed, and whom I expecte.1 would die;^hfc 
had most frightful spasms, but in the full assur- 
ance that my God would make me an instru- 
ment in prolonging her life, I confidently com- 
menced a medical course, surrounded by a nu- 
merous train of weeping friends and connex- 
ions; I in.thc first instance gave her fifty drops 
of tinct. opii, but this did not appear to have - 
much effect in allaying the spasm; in -the 
course of half an hour I gave her eighty, -"but 
this acted with but little sedative effect./J then, 
increased the quantity to one hundred .and 
twenty .drops, which to my inexpressible joy 
allayed nil spasm and; the 'old lady fell into a 
sound sleep, in which state she sweetly repos- 
ed for upwards of two hours; so soon as she 
awoke 1 administered a laxative oleum recini 
or castor oil; one ounce of which had the de- 
sired effect in evacuating .the bowels. I left 
her in a short time after this, perfectly reliev- 
ed and composed, with. the blessing of all the 
family on my head. I have neTcr had -a case 
of intersusceptio, but have seen r them, *bnt rare- 
ly to recover; in this case it is supposed that 
large quantities of water thrown into the bow- 
, els by injection, while the patient is at the sa'cie 
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time drinking freely and copiously of the samie^ 
will have the desired effect in dilating and .sof- 
tening the accumulated hardened faeces that 
lurk in the cells of the intestine colon. The 
application of cold water by effusion in obsti- 
nate, coonstipation of the bowels has been Sfoimd 
to succeed when other remedies have failed, for 
it is evident that cold will increase the peris- 
tallic motion of the intestines; some times opi- 
um cannot be used internally in this disease, 
owing to the great irritability of the stomach, 
in such cases, we should endeavor to introduce 
it into, the system by external friction, for which 
purpose we m.ay use camphorated' spirit one 
ounce, tinct. 0-pii or laudanum half an ounce, 
mix and use. In severe constipation of the 
bo.wels, the oleum tiglium or croton oil, is an 
excellent cathartic, I saw it given in one case, 
and prove efficacious when all other means that 
had been adopted failed; the manner of giving 
it is from two to five drops on a lump of refined 
sugar; if that cannot be had, a lump of Musco- 
vado will do. The colic which painters are 
siOj subject to ma)' be treated in the following 
manner, which 1 believe to be the most adyisea- 
bie plan : mercury, say calomel combined with 
opium, about twenty grains of the former to half 
a grain of the latter; after which promote the 
evacuation of the bowels by the administration 
of sulphate of magnesiia or Epsom salts; how- 
ever I should; prefer oleum recini or castor oil. 
When, we have to resort to .injections, the fol- 
lowing is a very excellent preparation for col-/ 
ic, viz: infusion of cenna six ounces, laudanum' 
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slxfy drops, with about half a table spoonful of 
common salt, to which may be added about half 
an ounce' of hog's lard mix and give. I have" 
been, called to a: number of cases of obstinate 
eolicjbut lam gratified to adore m^ Maker and 
give him all the praise for having- made me an 
unworthy instrument in relieving suffering hu- 
manity, for without, him I can do nothing, and 
through him I can do all things that are good, 
prudent, wise and virtuous-; glory & ! tO'his ex- 
cellent name. 

CHOLERA MOKFUS. 
Cholera morbus or vomiting and purging.-^ 
This disease is one of frequent occurrence, and 
by some is thought to be most prevalent in the 
autumnal months, but I have seen some violent 
attacks of it in^the month of January, and at 
other times in the seasons. This disease for 
a great number of years has been considered 
as occasioned by a superfluous secretion of bile, 
which opinion has been the result of careful in- 
vestigation of effects rather than causes, but 
now I believe it is- a universally received opin-" 
ion that the discharge of bile is not an unfavor- 
able symptom, but rather a salutary one- of op- 
pressed nature to restore the loss of balance m 
the circulation; for if an increased secretion of 
bileJbe the cause of the disease, where can it, 
be secreted ?: Not in the stomach, which is con-, 
tinually discharging its contents, for it^ rejects 
every thing swallowed sometime beforehand it 
cannot be in the intestines, for the stools are of 
a thin and watery appearance; it is true that 
after a certaia space .of time it may be -detect- 
ed ia both evacuations. The causes of this dis- 
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xproduced by sudden transitions from hat "to 
cold ; improper diet; too free use of butter, fat 
pork, sweet meats, cucumbers, cherries^ *nek 
, Ions, v&c. and the reception of all suchj^aubr 
stances into the stomach that are of; an intHt 
gestible nature, may produce this disease. On 
examination of those that die of this cempluinjt, 
there is generally to be discovered ah accumu- 
Jation of bile in the stomach, and more particu^ 
larly in the intestine called the duodenum ;^he 
biliary ducts somewhat distended and ^relaxed, 
r with a-transposition of .man-y of the viscera, oc- 
casioned by the violent vomiting and straining. 
This disease is characterized by .the folio wing 
symptoms, which.from accurate observation, I 
would pronounce to be correct in a ; majority ; of 
instances^ although they <may -not be so clearly 
evincod in some indiv-iduals as others, vyhosuf- 
fer from' the attacks of this disease : in the first 
stage of this compltdntj the person most gener- 
ally experiences a sensation of cold running 
through the system, accompanied -with gaping' 
and oppression about the region of the stomach^ 
cold feet, snau-llness of the pulse, w.hieh is some- 
what quick, coolness of the skin, na perspira- 
tion; after a short-interval, griping -paios m the 
-bowels are felt, then watery evacuations fol- 
low, sickness at the stomach, and a rejection .of 
whatavcr may be taken;. in the.course bf a-ifiBW- 
hours pure bile in considerable, quantity majV; 
be discovered in the evacuations; the pains be- 
come more aggravated in consequence of .the . -| 
great irritatioa .produced by acrid bile-upon the 



tlie ; intestines, which excites in thenf 
r spasmodic contr actions, which are j 
lik'ewise carried to the abdomenal muscles and 
, to those of the lower extremities; there is also 
considerable pain in' the stomach, originating 
fromutfie same irritation; there is frequently* 
great' thirst, sometimes head ache, arising from 1 
the sympathy existing between the head andV 
jstomach ; tfie pulse is frequent and small, the 
Body is considerably increased in temperature,* 
and" sometimes the languor, debility, and faint- 
iness are so great as to produce syncope-or 
fainting; collequative sweats are pretty gen- 
erally attendant on this complaint; when its 
attacks are of a violent nature, with coldness 
of the extremities; those symptoms if not re- 
moved or relieved, will assuredly terminate -in 
the destruction of the invalid", ia twelve or 
eighteen hours^ and probably befbre-tKat .time 
Kas : elapsed, I have been called to attend to 
several 'alarming cases of this dangerousinala- 
dy, where there were the -niost violent spasms, 
of the extremities, cold clammy sweats, coldness 
of the extremities, with no perceivable pulse 
at. tfie wrist, but to my great and agreeable .dis- 
appointment they havexbeen restored to a state 1 
of" convalescence by an attentive, persevering^ 
and' vigorous treatment. My brother in par- 
ticular was one of those most alarming cases, 
and who I expected at one time wouW bid all 
terresrial things adieu ; there was no pulse for 
sometime only in the brachial artery at the 
bendsof the arm,. but still while there is life I 
always think tfcere is some hope, therefore I 
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persevere to, the end. The treatment Taclopt- 
, ed in his case was the following: to allay spasin " 
J gave, him in .the first instance, sixty drops; of 
tinct. of opii or laudanum, but this had no per- 
ceivable effect; in the course of half an hour I 
-gave him sixty more, directing him to be placed 
in a warm bath, and after the use of which 
have his legs and arms well rubbed with flan- 
nel wrung out of spirits; this course in & very 
slight degree allayed;the spasm, which induced" 
me to give him one hundred drops, which com- 
pletely allayed all spasm, and produced a re- 
ireshing sleep of an. Jiqur and a half; after he 
a"woke I gave him twenty grains of sub, muri- 
ate of mercury or calomel in combination with, 
one grain of opium, .which gently evacuated 
his bowels. This attack was the severest I have 
ever witnessed, of this complaint, and the indi- 
vidual to recover. Thus in the course of two 
hours he '.took two hundred and twenty drops of 
laudanum, which I consider to be a large quan- 
tity, vthough there has been more given; but 
life or death was set before me in his case, and . 
.xny every exertion was made for the prolonga^ 
tion of the former and the prevention, of the lat- 
ter, which I as an instrument in -the 'hand- of the 
Great Physician, did accomplish. I do not see 
the necessity of promoting purging in this mala- 
dy by the. assistance .of warm diluents, which 
iis the practice ofsome; but to the contrary be- 
lieve that tlie. sooner it is stopped the better, 
for such treatment cannot in the nature of 
things check the inordinate secretion of bile, 
but to the contrary promotes it; to accomplish 
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which purpose you may 'commence with farty- 
five : or" fifty drops of -tindt. <opii or lau'dariulD^ 
and increase it nccprding to the urgency of the^ 
case or the effects that tnay have been produced 
by its administration;, it may likewise be essen- 
tial, in some- cases to give laudanum by injec- 
tion, for ; wjiich purpose you may combine sixty 
drops of laudanum, with about two ounces of 
warm milk, considerably diluted with water, 
and use; there may likewise be instances in 
which an embrocation of opium and hog's lard 
may prove highly beneficial, and produce the 
effect which could not be accomplished either 
by opium in the solid or liquid state, owing to 
there being such an irritability of the stomach, 
as to reject whatever may be presented; how.- 
ever, should neither be adapted to the irritabil- 
ity of the stomach, you can readily procure an' 
embrocation of the above at any. of the apothe- 
caries. The treatment of Dr. James Johnson 
isoneThighly approve, and which I have re-- 
sorted to with the happiest effects ; jn the first 
stage of the disease, in the collapse, and previ- 
ous to the commencement of the vomiting, lie 
directs the feet to be immersed in warm \vater, 
arid a,cordial draught, composed of aether,laad- 
anurri, and cinnamon ,water; say>'Viz: corifecfc 
aromat, sulphuric aether 40 dropsj. laudanum, 
30 drops. This, for one dose, after the taking 
of which the person must confine himself to bed, 
.and ; be kept remarkably quiet. In nine cases 
/ out of ten, this would equalize the circulation 
and excitability of the system, restore the funQ- 
ions of perspiration, and biliary secretion, vi hicbl 
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art this time are invariably checked, and pre- 
vent that violent orgasm which generall): re- 
sults when nature is left to her o>iro resources ; 
but in cases where vomiting, purging and spasms- 
are -present, he recommends two-grains 'of solid.- 
opium, combined, with -five- of: calomel, and a- 
half grain of opium withL-one grain of calomel, 
which should be given every; hour afterwards 
until the vomiting and . purging have ceased.. 
The nitric acid lightly, applied with a feather 
in the space of two palms-ofthe hand on the epig- 
ustric region ;or stomach; after which dilute the 
part; with< water, to-wkichthe acid has been ap- 
plied; this will aefcas-aicounter irritant in great 
irritability of the stomach, and in fact diluted, 
sulphuric acid when taken internall}'; has been, 
known to^ allay the irritation of the -stomach 
better than opium. Blood letting has-been re- 
commended, by some as an excellent, remedy, 
but I have not as yet been compelled, to resort 
to the, use of the lancet; it seems rather incon- 
sistent to -employ venesection when there is so 
much apparent.debility in the system ; : however 
this - practice from i indubitible authority, has 
"been found very successful, and even->while the 
blood was-flowing from the arm, all'diatressing 
symptoms have vanished .and convalescence was 
tile-result; those who have suffered from the at- 
tacks of this dangerous disease, after recovery, 
should be regular and temperate in their living-, 
careful of exposure to cold, and 'so shield -theirV 
bodies from the vicissitudes of the atmosphere 
by proper cloathing that there will be no dan- 
ger of a relapse, for their susceptibility to a 
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fresh attack for some time after ther removal of 
the disease will be greater than if they had 
never experienced its painful effects. 



; POEURITIS, OR Pl/EURISY. 

This is a disease which is quite painfttl, 
annually sweeps from the stage of action many 
'a fellow mortal ; it derives its name from a mem- 
brane lining and enveloping the lungs, which is 
cftUed pkira this membrane through excite- 
ment becomes inflamed, and thence arises pleu- 
risy.. The cause of this complalat is pretty" 
much the same as that of others of an inflam- 
matory nature; such as exposure to cold; the 
symptoms by which it is characterized are the 
folio wing: pain in the thorax, which is most 
commonly increased upon making a full pespi- 
ration, it is likewise considerably irritated by. 
coughing; the respiration quite difficult; there 
is generally at first a dry cough, but after 
a'while it is accompanied by an expectoration;' 
there is great difficulty in lying on the affected/ 
side; the pulse is full, hard arid frequent; those" 
symptoms which denote a -favorable termina- 
tion are the following: there -is but little febrile 
heat, or heat 'originating from fever ;^the respK 
ration is formed with less difficulty, and witli 
hut little pain, .and the expectoration is more' 
free and copious from these symptoms, a feajK 
py termination may be anticipated; but if the 
iebrile symptoms have run high, and there be 
a -sudden cessation of pain, with change oJ 
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'diintenance and sinking' pulse, there is great/ 
danger to foe apprehended ; there are few tha 
recover after the manifestation of such symp>r 
toms. On examination of those who _die of 
this disease, the traits of inflammation are plain-? 
ly evinced the j plura, with adhesions of* the 
Itings through the process of inflammation^ to 
the plura, and frequently the lung's do notes- 
cape the'efiects of the ravages that are. going 
on- in; the adjacent membrane, but are likewise 
marked with the traits of inflammation, and 
not unfrequently tubercles and abscesses are 
the consequences of this high degree of ex- 
citement. My medical attendance has been 
required in a few cases of pleurisy, and Jhave 
generally succeeded well in the removal of this 
disease' by pursuing^ the fallowing practice: I 
have in the first instance resorted to venesec- 
tion, or the use of the lancet, and that copious- 
ly, being always guided by the age, constitu- 
tion, p^lse, and the appearance of the blood; 
and so soon as expectoration became free, b'loiMt- 
letting was discontinued, it being inadmissible 
in-that case to bleed, as well as in consumption 
where there is copious expectoration. Where 
tfoere is obstinate constipation of the bowels, I 
have generally had recourse to cathartics, such 
as sulphate of magnesia or epsom salts in the 
first instance, in order more fully to deplete the 
the system or diminish arterial action,- but 
have always followed their operation with ole- 
um recini or castor oil; my reasoa for thus dp- 
ing is because epsom salts have a tendency to 
leave the bowels in somewhat a constipated- 
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jtate^'-cream of tartar "likewise produces the 
.gamjfceflfect, , whereas castpr oil does not possess 
this objectionable quality. After I have thus 
done, I apply a blister to the,, affected side, and 
.endeavor to produce diaphoresis or perspira- 
tion,; by the administration of antimonial pow- 
ders, in such quantity as not to produce. vomit- 
ing; a,t the same time assisting tjjeir operation 
"jby warm drink, as herb tea infrequent ,and 
small quantities. Where there is .much loss of 
sleep, and we have resorted ; to other means, 
but have failed in restoring -the individual to 
.the enjoyment of cthis-balm of nature, we may 
cautiously enter upon the employment of opium, 
although it is not adapted to this complaint, oiy 
account of its ^checking expectoration; yet when 
we are compelled through the urgency .of- the 
case and the unfavorableness of the symptoms 
to resort to it, we may give it combined with 
some diaphoretic; ipecacuanha, I am .induced 
to believe, would he the : best diaphoretic iii 
this complaint, it not possessing in so high a de- 
gree those quaittjes which woulid produce irri- 
^ability of the stomaeh,;as antimonial pow.ders^;.; 
one and a half grains of ipecacuanha combined 
with Jialf a grain of opium, may be first giv 
en ^should it fail in producing sleep, you may 
Increase it to one grain of opium, to one ~and a 
half of ipecacuanha. For the relief of thie 
cough, some ..demulcent should be taken* . ,of 
which class slippery -elm and flax seed tea, one 
or both ; I have us.ed tb.em , in,.c onj unction with 
the happiest effects. As respects the regimen 
ia this malady, it should be strictly antiphlogei5 
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tic,' such as sago, gruel r rice; &e, but- arden-t 
spirits and- animal-food is prohibited;.. In cpn^ 
valescenee, persons cannot be too cautiousim 
guarding themselves in- every? respect against; 
fresh exposure^ to cold j as a repetition - of this- 
com-plaint might not be^ so favorable; as in the 
first -instance, fop it is certainly knowi'-that Ui 
collecti on of pus is one of- the terminations of 
pleuritis ; in such cases where fluctuation is man- 
ifested, the morbid ^contents must be evactia- 
ted-by means of the lancet; which is the busi- 
ness of the surgeon or the physiciaa. 



ASTHMA, OR DIFFICUL'F BREATHING, 



Tliis-disease I think may be 
raodic afier.tlon^of the- lungs. < This: complaii>tr 
has been di-vided into as maoy species aa there 
are causes of jts production ; but such-a minutia 
has a tendency to perplex rather than'-informy 
for I have not as yet seen but- two distinctionsrfnv 
: this disorder, which- may be divided into^vo 
grades, of forms; the first grade is whatis called 
humid, denoting moisturey-know-B by an accu^ 
mulationv and expectoration -of: humors frooa. 
the lungspwhereasj.!!! the second grade there is- 
no. .expectoration^cQnsequently it is called divy 
or spasmodic' asthma. This disease may be, 
and is frequently cosobined with others as 
fp,r instance, organic disease of the-heart^ in 
such cases as angina pectoris, or pain at -the 
lo^erend of the sternum 1 or breast bone, being, 
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conveyed into the left arm, then followed by 
great palpitation at the heart, sense of suflb- 
catiott accompanied by laborious breath ing. By 
these~s'ymptonis you *ay know that anguina 
pectorj&lff present. Tiiis disease may likewise 
be combined .with dropsy, and there may also 
exist tubercular derangement of the lungs, forv 
th'ete te n&thingrin asthma that would be a pre- 
ventative of consumption, nor in consumption 
that would be a preventative of asthma,- this? 
disease may accompany a person through the 
iane of life to a considerable age, .without pro- 
ducing organic leison,' but- another times when 
much -aggravated, it may terminate in inflam- 
mation of the- lungs, pulmonary 1 consumption, 
dropsy. oiHhe? "chest, and apoplexy. In the pa- 
thology, of astKmiv^ there appears to be no man- 
ifestation or trait of organic derangement.- 
This is certainly the->fact, hotwever mysterious 
it/ may/ seern to our dull comprehension, al- 
though it is advocated by some that there can- 
not-he^leison of one without leison of the oth- 
er;, I believe that functional derangement in 
many cases, if not removed, will^ terminate in 
structural derangement; in asthma there^it 
certainly functional derangement of the lung^ t 
biit ?ve know, persons'- may labour under thi 
disease for a series of -years, at last die of it, 
afl^yet after examination there does not exist 
stfuctuEal derangement; if- there ^loes, our in- 
yestigatiansr have not discovered it in those or- 
gans-so essential to animal life- Thia^certaini 
ly dtfes appear-to me. a phenomenon io. nature-- 
b. o,we ver there are many, things equally, 
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much so as this for instance, I know that there 
is heat generated in my system, but I cannot; 
give an account hot?; it is true, with others, I 
may have^many speculative opinions on the' 
subject, yet I cannot iJecide ; affirmatively this 
or that is the agent or cause of this active prin- 
ciple. The causes of this disease are' various. 
With some it is hereditary, and if you^examine 
critically you will most generally perceive dys- 
pepsia to be present to a greater or lesser de- 
gree, which undoubtedly must be a manifest 
predisposer; the appetite is;in r some cases;pret- 
ty good, but not withstand ing this., the quantity 
of 'food should be care fully attended to. I have 
been called to violent attacks of this complaint, 
brought on by too free an indulgence in fruit;, 
.such as apples. As respects the. prominent cau- 
ses of this disease, there can be no doubt but 
what ;Jhey are, sudden atmospherical vicissi- 
tudes, lor sudden transitions from heat to cold, 
exposure to inclement weather, moist atmos- 
phere, thin clothing, neglect in changing the 
apparel to suit the variableness of the weather, 
the translation of gout from "one place to anoth- 
er^ irritability of the stomach and bowels; too 
much exercise will frequently subject persons 
to its attacks by increasing the action of the 
heart and arterial sysjtem^the^ application. qf 
external irritants to the lungs, such as air con- 
taminated by smoke, noxious exhalations ari- 
sing fro.ni various substances, .as .arsenic, lead, 
&c. intense stud}', copious evacuations, strong 
intellectual emotion. Where this, malady "has 
once made its appearance in an individual, he 
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is liable to- periodical, attacks of it ; therefore, 
he should be -careful in guarding against all 
exciting causes. The symptoms that denote 
its presence' : are pretty generally .the follow;- 
iowini|Vprecedihg sense of fullness, flatulence 
in the" epigastric region, or region of the stq r 
inach,' accompanied with yawning, frequently 
?i desire to evacuate the bowels, dry cough, 
tfrith difficulty of inspiration or drawing in of 
the breath, irregular gesticulation of the chest 
and shoulders, wheezing, wan countenance, no 
ability to a recumbent posture, cold extremities 
or coldness of the feet and hands, great catch- 
ing of the breath, sometimes apparently gone, 
with a quiver or twisting of the lips, at last it 
returns, the person starts as if scared, very 
res'tless, frequently kicking with the feet, great 
distortion of the muscles of the lower jaw; 
rumbling in the bowels, weak intermitting 
pulse, frequently in a shirt time becoming quite 
full. 1 ar fully convinced there is great ap- 
prehension of death attendant on this complaint. 
1 have had several severe cases of this disease 
to contend with, and in nearly ^very ease the 
above symptoms were manifest, lor 1 critically 
observed the operations of the. animal econo- 
my. My treatment, thank God, has ~in every 
case been followed by the happiest resiilts^- 
when called on in such cases, I in thV first; jjji^ 
stance give a tea spoonfull of the syrup of 
squills, which is gently emetic and diaphoretic 
a : .short time after the .operation of tljis, : tbe^ 
iinct. opii, or laudanum is administered, say 
.about forty drops, but I have given as high as 
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80, 90, 120, before I could perceive any benefi- 
cial effect it had in allaying the" spasmodic' af- 
fection of the lungs;! have in addition, where 
the case has been very severe, given injections 
of the same, say about sixty drops of. lauda- 
num in three ounces of much ' diluted milk, 
warm and use; -and I also direct-the feet to be 
immersed in the Warm' bath ; opium may be used 
with decided efficacy, commencing with one 
grain and increase it gradually, according to 
the effect it may have upon the system ; if one 
grain lias not the desired effect, give -one grain 
and a half not exceeding two grains. Where 
the bowels ape in a constipated state, they 
should be evacuated by the administration of 
twenty grains of rhubarb, and ten of magnesia 
combined. It is the practice of some to resort 
to large tloses of opium, aether and ammonia, 
and those means are -promoted by the inhalation 
of vapours arisii g from boiling water; one and 
a half drachms of sulphuric aether is as much 
for one dose as I would be willing to give, iii 
any spasmodic affection, combined with bitter 
infusions; of the subcarbonate of ammonia, 
from five to fifteen grains in pills, or in any 
Wand fluid is considered a dose; I have no 
doubt but what they -are excellent remedies, al- 
though I; have not as yet been compelled to re-.; 
sort to each and every one in this maludy.- 
Digitalis in conjunction with opium has been 
found to -produce the most salutary -effects, say 
half a grain of each combined and given every 
three or four hours: but still 1 am induced 'to' 
think' that 'ten drops of the tinct. of digitalis, 
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eai)>ine4~*vith.about 41 tea "spoonful of ; the 5yr4

Ipecicuanha-,:t(> act as an emetic, islcertainl^ a . 
valuable medicine .in, the intervals of the par* 
oxysmsfor ; which, purpose, from twenty to 
thirty grains- may be employed. Such reme- 
dies as^ibovo- stated, may be employed withl 
ud vantage, during a. paroxysm of asthma, butia 
.the/iiitermissioDS we must. resort to tonics; the. 
sulphate- of. quinine 1 have found to till the. 
place of all bitter tonics- in any disease ryou 
may give iPin half grain doses* dissolved,, in, 
ulixir vitriol; say five or ten.drops, then add a, 
wine glass full of cold v \vater and use; I prefec 
thisiway to giving it in pill, .for when given, ia. 
pill, it is apt to hav:\%cr.y, little good effectiigon 
the stomach before it passes into .the sccQttd di- 
gestion. The diet of "those afflicted, tvlth, this 
complaint should be light and easy of:diges- . 
lion, and such asivill not have a tendency to 
produce flatulency; almost all vegetables are 
improper light animal food in moderation, is 
the best adapted to asthmatic persons. For 
the benefit of the -consumptive, although it may 
nottbe in a proper place, I will make mention 
of one of the best medicines for a confirmed; 
consumptive cough, viz: take of horehflond 
syrup one pint, to this add &iieteea,graini.oPthe.; 
sulphate- of quinine, mix them, well' with a> 
spoon -&f this take one table spoonful t\vice a 
day : ;one half an hour before -breakfast, and the. 
other on Tetiriag: to rest,- this- is certainly the-'.: 
best; medicine 4 far a consumptive cough --\that. I. 
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have everras vet discovered from the exten- 
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filve catalogue o,materia medica. There is a 
certain author that jnafces mention of another, 
which I have no doubt is, very good, viz: a 
strong decoction of tussilago farfara, or colts- 
footj and adianthum capillus veneris, or maiden 
hair, sweetened with honey, of which :take: a 
tea cup full thrice a day. in making .this- jde- 
coction, itifrese herbs should te used in \equnl 
proportions; and ii persons affected with this 
complaint would spunge -their -chests- with. a 
mixture of tepid vinegar and water two or 
three times a day, immediately after which 
rub them with a flesh brush or coarse tovyel, 
the good effects would,assuredly repay the trou- 
ble; and, as an author remarks, it should be a 
grand object with. all those disposed to consump- 
tion to enlarge the capacity of the chest, which 
may certainly .-be done by suitable exercises 
perse veiingly employ ed ; "it is proper to remark 
here, that the size of the "lungs depends on that 
of the chest, and the quantity of nourishment 
received by.an animal, depends in a great mea- 
sure uponfthe size of the lungs; because, as the 
blood as the pabulum of life, and it all passes 
through the lungs in the course of- circulation, 
'before it can be conveyed to the different parts 
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.of the body, the animal, therefore, can receive 
-no more of this ihv igorating fluid than the ca- 
pacity of the lungs, is capable of transmitting.

fare of those organs, the lungs through whica 
we breathe, depend upon -the enlarging of the 
capacity of the chest, what must be the folly of 
many a lovely, charming, blooming girl, io pro- 
duce a lingering disease by the compression of 
' the thorax, to shorten ;her days, and convey the 
seed of destruction down to her latest posteri- 
ty? It is .true the consumption is most general- 
ly hereditary, but how many of our .amiable 
females court its company by tight lacing, re- 
gardless of all future consequences r l Is this not 
in a gradual manner committing suicide, to pur- 
chase the smiles and caresses of others by the 
exhibition of a delicate and slender person? 
May the time hasten when this destructive 
fashion to the past and present generations may 
.be discarded .by society, and the fair sex be- 
come .as wholesome as they are beautiful. 
When the consumption has become seated, trav- 
elling ?has been recommended by many and 
some of our most eminent physicians, Dr. Rush 
for one. Horse exercise is certainly the best 
if the debility is not too., great; as for long 
journies in the latter stages. of consumption, I 
~am led to believe they will be more prejudicial 
than beneficial to the sufferer however, horse 
exercise should-by all .means be resorted to. The 
celebrated Sydenham did not hesitate to recom- 
mend such ..exercise in confirmed consumption, 
and asserts thai' by such a course it has often 
been relieved in a manner almost incredible; 
and farther states, that several of his relations 
have received the most decided benefit, even 
the cure of the disease by compliance with his 



direction's.. Another author affirms, in a mo;| 
soli? inn manner, that riding is as cffectuala reme- : 
dy in this distressing complaint, as bark in ague. 
That may be, for- bark will not cure ague alone.; 
while Mr. Abernethy says: "Can consumption , 
be cured I' Bless me, that's a question which; ji 
man who. had lived in a dissecting room wouldl 
laugh at." How many people do you'cxamine 
who have lungs tubercular, %vhich are other- 
wise sound. What is consumption?' It is (ulce- 
rated) tubercle of the lungs. Then if those 
tubercles were healed, and. the lungs otherwise 
sound, the patient must get better. I have 
seen a number of cases of confirmed consump- 
tion; I have relieved several; But I must ac^ 
knowledge Ihavenot yet seen one cure. But I 
would not. discourage the use of every means, 
for perseverance sometimes overcomes almost 
insurmountable obstacles.. 



FEVER OF INFANTS. 

The fever of infants most frequently arise 
from teeth ing,, foulness of bowels, worms, dis- 
eases of the glands, the suppression of erup^ 
tions, and from contagious complaints and ta- 
king of cold; when the col'd is of an aggravated 
nature it can easily be distinguished, for the fe- 
ver will always be attended by a cougK, hoarse- 
ness, accompanied with some difficulty of breath- 
ing, and a dropping of the nose, sneezing.and a 
singular, appearance of the eyes. The treat- 



ijient in this -complaint may be ihe following.: 
should the fceat of the jbpdy be considerable, 
the eougrh violent, with great difficulty .of breath- 
ing, a blister may 'be employ eel "with safety to 
tne pit of the stomachy but should this -not pro- 
|lu<SE! the desired effect in reducing the fever 
and relieving the breathing ; the loss of a small 
quantity of blood would be proper and prove 
beneficial; 'if this object cannot be obtained Try 
the^use of the lancet, it may "be by the applica- 
tion of a few leeches, say two or three, and if 
they cannot be had, cupping may answer equal- 
ly as good a purpose; as an emetic, the wine of 
antimony will generally succeed best, there 
most generally being a collection of phlegm in 
the stomach, It " : beihg but. seldom .coughed 
up by children. This emetic should be repeat- 
ed whenever the .phlegiB<collect m such a quan- 
tity as to impede the respiration. The bowigls 
should be kept free, for which purpose oijy 
medicines are best adapted, such as sweet or 
castor e.il, in,, small doses, say a tea spoonful .at 
a time; however Dr. James' powcler, combined 
with a little rhubarb, in such cases -will answer 
an excellent .purpose. Jf t here should be "much 
aflfection of.. the head, the warm ba'fh for Che. 
feet will be essential; if there be muchcougti 
>yith,the;fever and difficulty of Dreathing, which 
inakes its appearance by fits, be th mayTbe muclx 
relieved by the, administration of the com- 
pQund spirit of vitriolic ether, given three or 
four times a day; where the fever originates 
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from cold, yoii may, employ antimony and Dr. 
J.ajues' powder combined, which is ati 
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lent remedy; but when this complaint does ndt 
derive its origin^from worms, teething or some 
eruptive complaint, it will most generally 1)6. 
found to originate from foulness in the firsLpas- 
. sages; in such cases yoCmay. open jhe bowels, 
by the administration of castor oil, :the?dbse;tff * 
be regulated accord-ing to the age of the child^ : 
say a tea spoonful to an infant of one year, and > 
a table spoonful for a child of three or four 
years of age; after this, should tns stools be 
very foeted and this plan fail in subduing the 
fever, it will be essential to presort to submurias 
hydrargyri or calomel, as a purge; after the 
operation of which, may be given a few drops, 
of the compound spirit of ammonia. Therfe 
are frequently fevers of ^i slight nature mani- 
fested in little infants; where the cause cannot 
exactly be ascertained, you may give them the 
wine of antimony, which if persevered in for 
awhile will prove highly bene6cial. Some- 
times there is a fever present in children a con- 
. siderable time, after teething lias occurred,^ 
which has no marked type, and" generally is 
o-wmg to derangement of the stomach, and in- 
testinal tube, produced by acrid : secretions from , 
the liver or other glands, rather^ than from an ' 
accumulation of foeces or a constipated habit, 
and is more noticed on accpant of the great 
pain in the bowels than for any other symp- 
toms; its commencement is similar to other, ftv 
vers and is generally of uncertain continuance;", 
the pulse most generally very quick, th<? breath-H 
rng bad, and most commonly a dryness ;a 
browness of the tongue, with a cough mo're

v jthe most prope>and prudent time of 
weaning infants.- This however will depend 
upon circumstances the health of the child, 
the slate ,of its bowels, and the number of teeth 
it 'has cut. There is one thing certain, it ought 
at least have cut four of its teeth; but_thi& will 
not be a- proper criterion to guide * us in the 
weanihg>f children, for it is well known some 
4?hildrenjcut their teeth much sooner than oth- 
ers, and at a period after birth that wouldjiot 
justify their beingdeprived ^>f the breast; while 
tblere s*re others who have become nearly 
tweve months' old before the process of denti- 
tion has commenced; however wnere infants 
are small and' weakly, I have no doubt; they 
would tie much" benefitted by weaning, after 
having been suckled H twelve ^month; but it is . 
tofbe understood their diet should be of a prop- 
er kind, and the state of the bowels carefully 1 
t attended to; when the body becomes constipa- 
ted some gentle medicine should be .given, such 
as rhubarb and . magnesia conjoined ;, this will 
have a desirable effect, but it will likewise be a 
promoter of the appetite!. Their food should 
,Be of the lightest kind, such as milk, rice : pud- 
ding, &c. and not too free an indulgence of 
them, for the continual use of sweet naeats will 
-weaken their digestive organs^ and when they

bexome^advanced in years they will be unable 
to digest more solid food; it is true sacharine 
substances produce momentary nourishment, 
but in the end they prove destructive to ner- 
vous energy. Infants should be allowed a lit- 
tle meat, but too free ah indulgence will prove 
injurious to t^eir enfeebled digestive powers; 
milk and bread is certainly the most wholesome" 
diet for children, but as foi* tea and coffee,! 
have no doubt they sow the nervous seed quite 
early, and we see their set roots in riper years'j- 
for it was from too free a use of tea that the 
nervous temperament first originated in Eu- 
rope. There is one habit which I have' seen, 
very much indulged in by mothers, to the inju- 
ry of their tender offspring, and that is, feed- 
ing their children too much in the night, from 
which many evils originate; the loss of th& 
child's rest, the disturbance of the motherit 
produces enlargement of the abdomen, bowels^ 
a debilitated state-of the system, and hence fol- 
lows weakness of the joints, which there is the 
greatest probability will terminate in ricketij- ';, 
in- order to dispense with this injudicious prac- 
tice, always feed your infants before ret 
to bed, and prohibit the indulgence of drinking 
through the course ;of the night. If parenfe; 
would adopt this course, with their children,;- 
they, would, in advanced life, behold with 
" k robust offsprinj.

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- Itrfs he opinion of a majority of the most 
distinguished .physicians, that an immoderate 
W of food is the destroyer of the majority of 
mankind'* or in other words, by an intempersrfe 
indulgence in oiir diet, we cause those diseases 
which sweep' from .the stage of actidn the 
greatest b^ulk of the human species; I, as for m^ 
part, have no doubt but what an abstemious anji 
scanty course of living will prdlpng life, where- 
as a free, indulgence in the comforts of the fca- 
We will shprten our span of existence; show 
jne the man that has lived to be old, that has 
not observed rather a scanty diet Parr lived 
to see 'his one hundred and fifty .third yeiirj 
this was by being exceedingly temperate ;*Hen- 
vy Jenkins of Ellartop, in Yorkshire, lived to 
be somewhat older than the forme r, dying in 
his one hundred and sixty ninth year, his diet 
. being coarse and spur. The Cardinal de Satis, 
Archbishop of Seville,, lived to be one hundred 
^n4 ten, having lived sparingly. Galen, tbit 
celebrated physician, arrived to the -age 'of one" 
liundred and forty, he being sparing in his diet 
from his twenty eighth year. When we havje 
but a little appetite, little food is required^ and 
i when wd-have a good one we should be careful 
; )"a indulging it top much; we should be regular 
ail pan meals, between w hich there should not 
]e an interval of more than five 
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when we exceed the regular time we become , 
hungry, so much so that after awhile the desire 
folr food almost entirely subsides : this is owing to- 
languor and debility of the system, produced 
through sympathy with the stomach. Such 
deviation from our former habit, certainly has 
a tendency to impair or weaken the* 'digestive .> 
process; and should our appetite return, after ' 
having eat a, small portion, we will frequently 
indulge it too much, and may, by critical ob- 
servation, perceive, that the digestive apara- 
tus is insufficient, through previous debility, 
to*carry on a proper digestion; and it will like- 
wise 1 be proper to state in this place, that we' 
should ever be cautious in the quantity of our , 
food at that time when the digestive process is 
most feeble, which is at night while wrapt in 
slumbers; this would of course indicate to us,/ 
that it was more wholesome to adopt a light 
diet for supper, harden observes, that he had 
conversed with many persons, who had lived to 
be a hundred years of age, and they all decla- 
red to him they had made it a rule to eat little 
at night. 'There is another thing we v should 
not disregard when, we eat, and that is to mas- 
ticate our food well, if we would wish to have
